MINERS ARRIVE BY SCHOONER. 


Eight Men Bring Out an Average of 
One Hundred and Fifty Ounces 
Each. 


Port Townsend, Wash., Sept. 15.—The 
schooner Volante arrived this morning di- 
rect from St. Michael's. She brought eight 
passengers—R. W. Schreiber, J. 8. Wall, 
B. J. Hayward, Alex. Wilson, Theodore M. 
Mitchell, John Parrott, James, Ayer, and 
Andrew Hoag. The men all left Dawson 
City Aug. 18, reached St. Michael's in eight 
days, and left for the sound Aug. 28. They 


‘brought with them an average of 150 ounces 


of gold each, the greatest amount, 184ounces, 
being brought by J. S. Wall of Milwaukee. 
The smallest amount, 82 ounces, was 
brought by R. W. Schreiber of Crookston, 
Minn. The entire eight are jubilant at get- 
ting to a land where there is no danger of 
starvation. 

R. W. Schreiber was in the country less 
than four months. He has two claims—one 
on Bonanza and the other on El Dorado— 
and will return in the spring. 


HAS NO FEAR OF STARVATION. 


Frank Oryder Says Food Will Be 
Scarce, but Says Chief Danger Is 
Lack of Shelter. 

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 15.—Hope for those 
who have friends in the Klondike is held 
out by Frank Cryder, who came down on 
the steamer Humboldt, after having spent 
He does not be- 
lieve there will be any deaths from starva- 
tion, though he admits that food will be 
pearce. Cryder says that lack of shelter 
is a more serious condition confronting the 
miners in the gold belt than starvation. He 
states that the closing of the company stores 
at Dawson was a temporary expedient, 
merely to prevent speculators from corner- 
ing all the provisions in the country and 
thereafter holding supplies at fabulous 
prices. 

“It is not proposed to allow this,“ con- 
tinued Cryder. The miners have deter- 
mined that any man selling food must do 
so at the company’s prices. These are fixed 
and will not be allowed to go higher. Where 
so many people are together and can inter- 
change food goes a long way. An outfit that 
would last one man a year can be made to 
hold out eighteen months by judicious trad- 
ing. Do not understand that I am advising 
any one to go there this winter. I am sim- 
ply stating these facts to encourage those 
who have friends in the North. 

Lack of shelter will, in my opinion, be 
responsible for more suffering in the Klon- 
dike than will famine. It costs $1,000 fora 
fair log. cabin already built, and the time 
and labor in constructing a new one would 
amount to about the same. There were not 
over a hundred houses in Dawson when 
I left, while in the city were 3,600 peo- 
ple. In the gulches are being built huts to 
shelter those who labor in the mines. Where 
the newcomers, with light outfits and empty 
pockets, will lay their heads is an unsolved 
problem.“ 

As to the mining outlook Cryder declared 
that 525,000,000 will be taken this winter 
from the claims on Bonanza and El Dorado 
Creeks, while from the Birch, Miller, and 
Munook districts will be washed about

‘WILL END SCHOOL STRIKE 


COMPROMISE COMMITTEES OF BOARD 
AND COUNCIL AGREE. 


Uniton Clause to Be Inserted in Con: 
tracts and the Matter Submitted te 
Judge Tuley Under Arbitration Law 
as to Its Legality—Status of Non-~ 
Union Men ee a 
Present Mechanical ree to Be 
Retained Till After Decision. 


The strike on Chicago school buildings 
is to be declared off. After a four hours’ 
conference between the compromise com- 
mittees of the Board of Education and the 
Building Trades Council last- evening it 
was agreed to call off the strike. In return 
for this the representatives of the board 
promised to insert the union labor clause 
in — and submit it under the ar- 
bitration law to the decision of Judge M. F. 
Tuley as to its legality. 

The agreement was signed by the entire 
membership of both committees. It will be 
reported to the Board of Education at the 
meeting next Wednesday night, and it is 
believed the board will ratify the compro- 
mjse. The representatives of the Building 
Trades Council stated at their first confer- 
ence on Monday afternoon that they had 
full power to act. According to the usual 
proceeding they will call a meeting of the 
Building Trades Council and lay the agree- 
ment before it. 

As the question is largely one of union 
principles rather than of bread and butter, 
at the present stage, at least, it is believed 
the recommendations of the council com- 
mittee will be adopted. The agreement will 
naturally not go into effect until after the 
meeting of the Board of Education. 

Status of Non-Union Men. 

The status of the non-union men now em- 
ployed by the School board in the repair 
department appeared to cause more discus- 
sion than the main issue, which had been 
thrashed over and over again at previous 
meetings of the Board of Education and 
the Buildings and Grounds committee. 
There are seventy-five carpenters and thir- 
teen painters on the pay-roll of the Board 
of Education. Of the former thirty-tivo are 
stated to be non-union men, and one painter 
is outside the pale, though he has siated 
his initiation fee is in the hands of the 
Painters’ union. 

P. F. Pettibone championed the cause of 
the board’s employés. Some of them were 
fearful they would be sacrificed. They re- 
fused to quit work when the strike was 
ordered and are consequently not in accord 
with their unions. 


Text of Agreement. 


Following is the agreement: 

“The Building Trades Council agrees if 
the Board of Education will insert a union 
labor clausce similar to that adopted by the 
Board of Cook County Commissioners—to- 
wit: That all specifications attached to 
future contracts shall contain the following 
provision: ‘None but union labor be em- 
pioyed on any part of the work where said 
work is classified under any existing union,’ 
to call off the present strike and submit 
sald clause, under the arbitration law, for 
adjudication as to its légality to his Honor 
„ SO that in the future sympa- 
ss will not affect buildings in 
course of erection by said Board’of Educa- 
tion. And it is further agreed between said 
Building Trades Council and the Board of 
Education that none but union workmen 
shall be employed and placed upon the pay- 
rolls of said Board of Education, provided 
the aforesaid Judge Tuley decides that the 
Board of Education can legally give the 
preference to union workmen.”

The Conference committees had a good 
deal of talk, without result, as to the re- 
instatement of employés fined or expelled 
by the ‘unions for failure to take part in 
the strike. The union representatives would 


not consent to enter upon questions of in- 


ternal policy. They maintained that all 
good mechanics, who stand by union prin- 
ciples, are upon an equal footing as to mem- 
bership. 

It will take nearly a month after the strike 
is declared off to complete the building and 
repair work under way. 

Mr. Pettibone said it was understood the 
present mechanical force would be retained 
by the board until after Judge Tuley renders 
his decision at all events.

BUSINESS HOUSES CLOSING 


Forty Cases at Edwards and 
Other Towns Affected. 


MEDICAL MEN ARE ALARMED. 


Newspapers at the Capital Suspend and 
People Flee Northward. 


RIGID QUARANTINE IS ADOPTED. 


Jackson, Miss., Sept. 15.—The State capital 
depopulated, its business houses closed, its 
newspapers suspended, forty cases of yel- 
low fever announced at Edwards, with many 
suspected cases at various points, an embar- 
go on the railroads of the State and grave 
apprehensions that the dread disease has 
obtained a foothold in numerous parts of the 
State, wild alarm everywhere—such are the 
conditions existing in the middle, western, 
and northern portions of the State today. 

The worst fears of the medical fraternity 
and the public have been realized and the 
prevailing disease at Edwards has been 
pronounced yellow fever. The State Board 
of Health has laid a general embargo on 
travel, except out of the State, by means of 
an order promulgated this afternoon and 
addressed to all lines of transportation. 
Travel from infected places is absolutely 
barred. The bright side of the situation 
is that the disease is of a very mild type. 

The exodus from this city, which began in 
a small way several days ago, has attained 
unprecedented proportions. The State 
board advises all who can to leave. The 
most rigid local quarantine prevails here. 


Dr. Guiteras at Edwards. 


Dr. Guiteras reached Edwards at 4:30 a. 
m. today, and, after investigation, sent the 
follewing message to the State board: 

I arrived this morning. Have visited a 
number of cases and the following are pro- 
nounced yellow fever: W. A. Montgomery, 
Fat Montgomery, Miss Anna Henry, T. H. 
W. Barrett, E. F. Suttle, Miss Mamie Aus- 
tin, three miles out in the country; Mrs. 
Champion, Champion Hill.“ 

The following is Dr. Guiteras’ report to 
Surgeon Gencral Wyman: 

The diagnosis of yellow fever, made in 
six cases by Dr. Purnell, is confirmed. He 
has two other cases that I have not yet seen. 
There are many children sick with what is 
probably a mild type of the disease. The 
cases are not confined to one locality, but 
are all traceable to the Anderson case, 
which came from Ocean Springs. The medi- 
um of distribution appears to have been 
the Champion case. Mr, Champion,

died, was a prominent man and many peo- 


ple congregated in the house during hie 


illness. Dr. Purnell is immune, and I rec- 
ommend as competent to take charge of sit- 
uation if necessary.“ 


Board of Health Order. 


The following order was promulgated to- 
day by the State Board of Health: 

** Vicksburg, Miss., Sept. 15.—All citizens 
of the State of Mississippi, railroad off-ciais, 
and other transportation lines, and all rews- 
papers: 

On account of the yellow fever at sev- 
eral places along the coast in this State and 
several cases of yellow fever at Kdwards, 
Miss., and reported suspected cases ac va- 
rious points throughout the State, until 
further orders by this board no person will 
be allowed to get off trains or boats at any 
station or point in the State of Mississippi, 
and no freight, baggage, mail, or express 
is to be handled by the railroads or other 
transportation companies from inlected 
places. No trains will be allowed to stop at 
infected places. Any person from non-in- 
fected communities, whose destination is be- 
yond the State of Mississippi, will be allowed 
to board trains at all points not infected 
with yellow fever. Train crews running to 
or from places that are not infected by 
yellow fever will be allowed to get off at the 
terminals.“ 

Yazoo City, Miss., has issued orders for a 
shotgun quarantine to be enforced. No 
trains are allowed to stop, except to ex- 
change mails at the quarantine stations. 


NEW CASES AT OCEAN SPRINGS. 


Stormy Weather Has Served to In- 
crease the Sickness on the 
Gulf Coast. 


The stormy weather since Saturday has 
had the effect of increasing the number of 
cases at Ocean Springs. Conductor Johnson 
of the Louisville and Nashville was stricken 
today, together with three others. One new 
case was reported at Biloxi this morning. It 
is that of the Rev. C. F. Emery, pastor of 
the Methodist Church, making three in his 
family. 

Biloxi! now has forty-nine cases of sick- 
ness. Of these nineteen are yellow fever, 
six are suspicious, and a diagnosis as to

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POLES WORST TWO “REDS” 


BEAT AND PURSUE MEN WHO TEAR 
UP THE STARS AND STRIPES. 


Strangers Denounce the Government 
Before a Crowd at Noble and Black- 
hawk Streets, Call Their Listeners 
Cowards, and Then Shred the 
American Flag—Enraged Auditors 
Attack Them and They Are Saved 
Only by Their Horse Running Away 


Two men, supposed to be the emissaries 
of some anarchistic society, denounced the 
government, branded the Poles of Chicago 
as cringing cowards, and, as a climax, tore 
a small American flag to shreds at Black- 
hawk and Noble streets, last evening. 

The result was a small sized riot, during 
which the supposed Anarchists were badly 
beaten. Had it not been for the fact that 
the horse attached to the light wagon from 
which they were speaking became fright- 
ened by the angry shouts of half a hundred 
Poles and ran away down Blackhawk street, 
the two men probably would have been 
dangerously injured, if not killed outright. 

As it was, a crowd of infuriated men 
chased the runaway for several blocks, 
tfirowing stones and sticks at the half-un- 
conscious and blood-covered men, who 
crouched in the bottom of the wagon, terri- 
fied and suffering from many wounds. The 
chase was lively while it lasted, but the 
horse soon tired out its pursuers and carried 
the two supposed Anarchists to safety. 


Beginning of the Trouble. 


It was shortly after 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing when a light road wagon in which were 
seated two men, evidently foreigners, 
stopped before the saloon of John Czekalla, 
Noble and Blackhawk streets. 

The strangers wore their hair long and 
were dressed in long coats and slouch hats. 
Czekalla’s saloon is frequented by the young 
men of the St. Stanilaus Catholic society, 
and at the time the two strangers appeared 
several young Poles were standing in front 


of the place in conversation. 


Why are you Poles standing idly here 
when the blood of your slaughtered com- 
rades are calling loudly for your venge- 
ance?’’ were the words that first attracted 
the attention of the group to the men in the 
wagon, 

One of the pair was standing on the seat 
with his hat in his hand, and as the young 
men began to assemble around the wagon 
he continued his speech. 


‘Denounce Government and Poles. 


The government of the United States was 
denounced in extremely harsh language, 
capitalists were roundly abused, and finally 
the orator paid his respects to the Poles 
themselves, calling them cringing cowards, 
who feared to avengé their comrades. 

Wo are here tonight to urge you to be 
men,“ continued the speaker. Never mind 
who we are or where we came from, but re- 
member that those whom we represent ex- 
pect us to report back to them that the young 
men of the Polish colony are men.“ 

The 6 er again launched forth in a 
violent e against the existing order of 
things and repeatedly urged his hearers to 
we en, and drop the pick for a few days 
and up the gun and sword.” 2 

As the speaker grew more violent the 


crowd. now numbering a hundred or more 


men, began to show signs of indignation. 
Several times the speaker was warned to 
cease. Finally the climax was reached when 
the speaker’s companion, who had up to 
this time remained quict, jumped to his 
feet and yelled out: 

Nou are all cowards! Show me your 
brands and I will tell you whose cattle you 
are.“ 7 

Tears Up the Flag. 

With this the man picked up an American 
flag that lay in the bottom of the wagon, and 
waving it aloft cried out: 

Look at that rag, men; it’s red is the 
blood of your fellow-countrymen. How can 
you look at it without going mad with thirst 
for vengeance? Look, this is the way in 
which every rag of this sort should be 
treated.“ With that the speaker and his 
companion began wildly tearing at the flag, 
throwing its shreds in the faces of their audi- 
ence. 

Mr. Czekalla, who had thus far been an 
interested watcher from the door of his 


saloon, made a rush for the two men ag | 


they began tearing the flag, and in an in- 
stant he was on the wagon. One blow from 
his big fist sent the nearest man down, 
while the second man fell almost before 
the crowd realized what had happened. A 
great cheer went up and the whole crowd 
made a rush for the wagon. 
Men Are Badly Beaten. 

Again and again the two erstwhile bold 
men were knocked down and beaten, all the 
while begging for mercy. No mercy was 
shown, however, and the crowd was just 
preparing to pull them out of the wagon 
when the horse suddenly became frightened 
and galloped away. 

What was left of the flag was picked up, 
and is now in the care of Mr. Czekalla, who 
intends to keep it as a memento. 

„We are not Anarchists over here,” said 
he, and we won't allow anybody to come 
over our way and tear up American flags. 
That sort of thing won't do, and whogver 
sent those fellows to work us up to the riot 
point madé a mistake.“ :

FIVE ROBBERS ARE LYNCHED IN NDNA, 


Members of the Notorious Levi Gang Are Taken from the 
Ripley County Jail by a Mob and Hanged 
to the Same Tree. 


AFFAIR PERFECTLY PLANNED AND QUICKLY DONE. | | 


Rockets Used as Signals for Scores of Determined Men in Waiting 
Outside of Versailles and They March Into Town 
in Military Order. 


PEOPLE INFLAMED BY BOLDNESS AND CRUELTY OF GANG 


Tales of the Horrible Crnelties Practiced Upon Old and Defenseless People 
to Make Them Tell Where Their Money and 
Valuables Were Hidden. 


FEARS THAT THE FRIENDS OF THE VICTIMS WILL BURN THE TOWN, 


Versailles, Ind., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—A 
quintuple lynching, probably without a 
parallel in the remarkable manner it was 
planned and executed, took place here at an 
early hour this morning. 

At 3 o’clock this morning there were found 
suspended from the bent limb of a small 
elm tree near the county jail five dangling 
forms that yesterday were human beings. 


The Dead. 

ANDREWS, BERT, aged 30. 

GORDON, CLIFF, aged 21. 

JENKINS, WILLIAM, aged 28. 

LEVI, LYLE, aged 57. 

SCHUTTER, HENRY, aged 24. 

The story of last night's mob and its fear- 
ful work is the tale of the outrages against 
law and humanity that led to an act of 
summary vengeance wreaked by a long- 
vexed community upon the captured leaders 
of the notorious Levi gang. it was a ter- 
rible piece of work swiftly done that snuffed 
out the lives of these tive men. Placed in 
jail after a hand-to-hand battle in which 
two of them were badly wounded, 
within twenty-four hours of their incarcera- 
tion they were taken from jail after three of 
them had been shot to death in their ceiis, 
dragged to the grove, and hanged. 

The five victims were all residents of Us- 
good, three miles away on tho Baltimore 
and Ohio Southwestern railway. 

Versailles is very much excited and under 
a strong guard tonight. Marshal John E. 
Tyler, with a special guard of twenty-five 
deputies, is alert against any possible sur- 
prise, and every road running into town is 
picketed with wideawake men. This pre- 
caution is not taken in anticipation of a sec- 
ond visit by the regulators. The danger ap- 
prehended is from another quarter—the 
friends of the lynched. No private citizen 
of Versailles probably has reason to fear 
personal violence. The danger dreaded is 
arson.

Of the many hundreds seen today at 
the place, residents and visitors, not one was 
heard to express a word of condemnation of 
last night's sickening work. The people of 
Versailles declare that the lynchers were all 
non-residents and that not a man living in 
or near town had any hand in the slaughter. 
There is a general undercurrent of approval 
of the deed and it4sa perfectly safe proposi- 
tion that no effort will be made to apprehend 
any one who took part.

Story of the Mob’s Work.

Because of its isolation the regu4 
lators had plenty of time to finish their work 
and get out of the village before the alarm 
was raised, and the knowledge that there 
had been a lynching—and a lynching, too, 


Scarcely with a parallel—became general.

Regarding the 
case Governor Mount says: 

* The reported lynching of five men who were incarcerated in the Ripley County 
jail fills me with inexpressible regret. Assoon as I received information of the 
lamentable occurrence I telegraphed the Sheriff that the participants in the infam- 
ous outrage, the murderers of the five men awaiting trial, must be apprehended and 
brought to justice with the least possible delay. Such iawlessness must not be per- 
mitted to go unpunished. Whitecapism and mob vicence must be stopped, and 1 
shall vigorously use all the power of the executive avthority of the State to that end.” 

The Governor sent the following message to Sheriff Bushing of Ripley County 
this morning: 

Wire me at once particulars of lynching reported to have occurred in your 
county. I further direct that you proceed immediately, with all the powér you can 
command, to bring to justice all parties guilty & participation in the murder of the 
five men alleged to have been lynched. Such lewlessness is intolerable, and all the 
power of the State, if necessary, will be vigorowly employed for the arrest and pun- 
ishment of all parties implicated. James A. Mount, Governor.“

A portion of the mob climbed the iron stairs 
to the upper tier of cells, where Bert An- 
drews and Clifford Gordon, the two wound- 
ed burglars, were lying on cots. These men 
had been shot in an encounter with Sheriff 
Busching and his deputies at Correct early 
on Sunday morning, and were clad only in 
their night shirts when the mob took pos- 
session of them. Ropes were adjusted 
around the neck of each, and they were 
dragged without ceremony and without de- 
lay to the hall, where the others were wait- 
ing with the three dead men with nooses 
around their necks. 

Bratality of the Mob. 


The mob showed its brutality in its hand- 
ling of these two wounded prisoners. They 
were given no time, mefcy, or considera- 
tion for their weak condition. When the 
ropes had been placed around their necks 
they were not given time to arise from their 
bunks, but were jerked off as one would 
pull a log from the water. Then, in the 
Hell mell rush for the stairs these unhappy 
victims were dragged over the iron floor and 
down the iron stairs, head first, their skulls 
being bumped and pounded upon every step 
during the descent. Nor was this enough. 
There was no slackening of the ropes. Out 
of the jail, across the yard, into and down 
through the dust these victims were 
dragged, the nooses tightening with every 
step taken by their slayers, and life leay- 
ing the shot-riddled bodies as they were 
dragged through the thick dust—a dust 
which must have filled the mouth and nose 
and eyes and ears of the unhappy victims 
of this mob’s blind fury. 


Mob Is Methodical. 


But while the mob was blind in its fury 
it was methodical and much given to at- 
tending to details. The jail emptied of its 
victims, the mob relocked the cells and con- 
siderately returned the keys to the Deputy 
Sheriff from whom they had been taken. 
Then the lynchers hurried on their way di- 
rectly north from the jail to the overhanging 
cliffs over Laughery Creek, and stopped 
with their victims, all probably dead by this 
time, underneath a small elm tree. 

The trunk of the tree is not larger around 
than an ordinary joint of stovepipe, but on 
it all five of the mob’s victims were hanged. 

Levi and Jenkins swung from a small limb 
over the west side of the wire fence with 
their feet brushing the cornstalks in 
the lot. On the east side and close to the 
trunk of the tree Bert Andrews was found 
hanging, the toes of his lifeless body almost 
touching the ground. On another limb on 
the same east side of the tree Schutter and 
Gordon, the latter with his neck dislocated, 
were hanging. 

As soon as Deputy Sheriff Kenan escaped 
from the cell in which he had been locked by 
the mob he hurried to notify J. E. Taylor, 
the Town Marshal, of what had happened. 
It was 2:45 o’clock. Neighbors named Hen- 
dricks and Steinmetz were awakened and 
word was sent to Circuit Judge Willard New, 
the Sheriff, the County Prosecutor, and the 
Coroner. Marshal Taylor set a guard over 
the bodies until morning. When morning 
came the bodies were cut down and laid 
under a tent and notices sent to their rela- 
tives in Osgood. Later in the afternoon the 
bodies were carted across country to their 
former homes. 

At the Coroner’s inquest Chris Kelly and 
Arthur McMiller, the two prisoners whose 
lives had been spared, gave some incoherent 
testimony, but after viewing the bodies the 
Acting Coroner decided to continue the in- 
quest until tomorrow. 

The keeper of the toll gate at the out- 
skirts of Osgood knows considerable, it is 
believed, about the men who were in the 
mob, but refuses to say much. He was 
awake all night and saw many of the mem- 
bers of the mob as they passed through, 
He says they went by in buggies, wagons, 
carriages, carts, on foot, and on horseback. 
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There were more passengers than usual, 
but the gatekeeper says he thought nothing 
of it and took no notice of who the travelers 
were. He says he does not know a single 
one of them. 

It developed here tonight that the proposed 
action of the mob was known here for some 
time. Not a few of the citizens have ac- 
knowledged having been advised and in- 
vited to join the movement. It is now con- 
ceded that it will be an easy matter to get 
at the identification of the members if an 
earnest effort be made. 

At a late hour tonight Kelly was taken 
from the jail and lodged at the hotel under 
guard. After McMiller had been released 
Kelly was the sole occupant of the cell part 
of the jail. He is only 14 years old and the 
horrors of last night so preyed upon his mind 
that he was overcome by nervous fright 
and he begged piteously to be taken out 
for the night. The matter was referred to 
Circuit Judge New, who took pity on the boy 
and gave the desired order. 


GRIEVANCES OF THELYNCHERS. 


Awful Work of the Levi Gang of Rob- 
bers—Torture Their Victims— 
Captured at Correct. 


Versailles, Ind., Sept. 15.—[Special. 1 
Versailles is a town of some 800 people. 
It is one of the oldest in the State, and, al- 
though it is five miles from a railroad sta-

William Lockhart Heard All That Was 


Said and Recognized the Voice of 
the Leader.

He then heard the tramping of the march- 
ers and saw the mob round up under the 
tree. There was not thesslightest disturb- 
ance. The men appeared to know just what 
to do, and when and how to do it, and no 
time was lost. The same man who had given 
the previous order askedeif all was in readi- 
ness. The answer was silently given, and 
the commander said: One, two, three, up.“ 

The only other words he heard fell from 
the lips of one of the dying men, which one 
is not known, but he cried: ‘*O God, have 
pity. Can't I be saved?“ 

In less than fifteen minutes the men began 
retiring from the scene. They had left their 
vehicles and horses in the Cedar Creek bot- 
toms, a short distance to the north, and to- 
gether the men went in this direction. With 
a view to ascertain, if possible, which way 
the mob went, Mr. Lockhart went out into 
the yard and listened intently. He knew 
that if they went up the Milan pike he 
would hear them pass over the bridge a 
short distance away. He says they did not 
take this route, but went over the Devil's 
Elbow road. In order to reach their ve- 
hicles it was necessary for them to go down 
a steep embankment about 100 feet down. 

Mr. Lockhart said the mob was decidedly 
quiet, and rigidly obeyed all orders given. 
He says they did not tarry a moment after 
the bodies had been hung in the air:

Operate on a Bold Scale. 

By 1867 the gang had grown stronger in 
numbers and bolder in operations, and the 
entire State and, for that matter, the ad- 
joining States were being terrorized by the 
gang. Raids were made periodically and 
money amounting to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars was stolen. Small towns were 
cleaned out by night, and trains were held 


up and robbed in broad light.

a lump. Two of the gang were captured in 


this raid, one died of his wounds, and the 
other died in prison. The Reno boys escaped, 
but John Reno, the oldest ot the boys, was 
captured some months later and sentenced 
to 3 years in prison.

Weaver put up at the Hotel Cecil, where 
he lived in extravagant style and made 
numerous acquaintances. He invited sev- 
eral large parties aboard his yacht, the big 
schooner Norma, anchored at Southampton, 
and there gave sumptuous dinners. There 

‘ was a big crew aboard the yacht, and the 

common report about Southampton was that 

Weaver was a great American millionaire 

and transatlantic yacktsman. The size of 

his yacht and the lavish scale of his enter- 
taining there impressed the London ac- 
quaintances of Weaver with the idea of his 

great wealth. 3 

His scheme to start a daily paper in Lon- 
don was generally believed here, and steps 
were taken to organize a company, while 

many journalists applied to him for employ-

8 It now transpires that the yacht was 
seized by the Sheriff at Southampton for un- 
paid debts of Weaver, and held for several 
days. At the last moment Weaver was able 
to secure maney to reléase the yacht from 
a young Englishman, and no sooner was the 
money paid than it put to sea. 

Inquiries made about Weaver now indi- 
cate he is the man exposed in New York 
about a year ago for hiring big rooms at the 
Waldorf and organizing an extraordinary 
round-the-world yachting trip, which col- 
lapsed because Weaver could not pay the 
preliminary expenses. He had tried to en- 
gage Frank Stockton as the historian of 
the expedition for a big price, saying he 
would syndicate the stories in New York 
and Chicago papers. High-priced college 
professors were to be taken along to make 
scientific observations, while a complicated 
advertising scheme was to be worked on 
the voyage. 

Weaver is 45 years old, with a heavy, long 
mustache, and dresses in the height of 
fashion.

GENERAL BIGGS’ TROOPS RELIEVE 
LOCKHART AND GULISTAN. 


Post at Saraghasi Also Retaken After 


a Savage Conflict with the Native 
Hordes—Massacre of the Garrison 
Partly Avenged Field Guns 
Brought to Play on the Enemy with 
Deadly Effect—Movements Near the 
Khyber Pass.

overwhelming force of rebel influence Forts 
Lockhart and Gulistan in the Samana range 
were relieved today by the British forces 
under General Biggs. The troops also re- 
captured the post at Saraghazi, which was 
taken by the tribesmen two days ago, when 
the entire garrison of the post was killed. 
The field guns which were brought into 
action have a range of 3,000 yards and were 
so effectively handled that they scattered 
the enemy with heavy losses. Fort Gulistan 
was hard beset when the reinforcements 
arrived. A large force of Afridis had ad- 
vanced to within 400 yards of the fort. 
General Yeatman-Biggs left a regiment of 
Punjab infantry and two guns when at Fort 
“ma when he returned to Fort Lock- 

art. 

Latér reports are that desultory fighting 
continues around Fort Lockhart and Fort 
Gulistan. The losses the natives have sus- 
tained probably will deter them from any 
bold, offensive movement against Samana. 
General Yeatman-Biggs will content him- 
self with holding them in check, pending the 
start of Sir Willlam Lockhart, commander 
of the Punjab frontier force, a fortnight 
hence with the punitive expedition ‘o Tirah. 
He failed to outflank them in the Khen-Ki 
Valley, but his relief-of the forts, together 
with the moral effect of the recapture of 
Saraghazi, is very important. As the 
Samana range is a good strategical posi- 
tion dominating the whole Orakzai terri- 
tory to the west of Kohat, the Miranzali 
Valley is thus kept open, and with the 
enemy retreating to the northwest an im- 
portant road to that point is opened. 

Simla, Sept. 15.—Eighty-one Shinwaris, 
who formed part of the garrison of Fort 
Lundi-Kotel in Khyber Pass, and who were 
captured by the Afridis, have arrived at 
Jamrud with their rifles. 

General Blood’s column is steadily ad- 
vancing through the Mobmands' country. 

The Haddah Mollah is reported to be at 
Gondab with a gathering of tribesmen. 

General Elles’ column of troops has 
reached the top of the Karpha defile, but 
the enemy has not been sighted in that direc- 
tion. 

The tribesmen did not oppose the advance 
of the troops under Genera!

WELL ARMED AND SANGUINE

Key West, Fla., Sept. 15.—General Gomez 
has attacked and partly destroyed the dis- 
trict Town of Placetas, Santa Clara Prov- 
ince, and this, with the capture of Tunas 
Garira, has caused all the war interest to 
center in the eastern provinces. It now is 
certain that the insurgent forces have been 
well supplied with arms and ammunition 
by many of the expeditions that landed dur 
ing the summer, and that they soon will be- 
gin an aggressive campaign in the east, 
which surely will spread like contagion until 
it engulfs Havana. 

Havana has been astir all the week and 
troops are being shoved to the eastern end 
of the island by every kind of craft. Weak 
and emaciated sicklings just out of hos- 
pitals are being sent to service in the hard- 
est section of the island to fightin. Weyler's 
stir is due to the imperative demand from 
his home government that he satisfactorily 
explain the loss of Tunas. Instead of giv- 
ing an explanation he will attempt to re- 
capture the town. He will find, however, 
only a mass of ashes, as the insurgents have 
destroyed Tunas and evacuated it. 

Weyler is taking from Havana eight bat- 
talions of 1,500 men each, many of them 
physically unfit for service. They are sup- 
plied in many cases with Remington titles 
and the brass tipped cartridges. 

From Tunas complete details have been 
received. The town surrendered on Aug. 30. 
Twenty-two forts and cartels capitulated 
and the military commandant, three oillticers, 
and ninety-one soldiers surrendered cnd 
were sent to Holguin. Many joined the tn- 
surgents during the attack. ‘lwo cannon in 
the town were destroyed. Forty guerrillas 
were hanged for implication in hospital 
atrocities. 

Weyler will not leave for Tunas until the 
last of the troops have been forwarded. 

The latest dispatches from Placetas con- 
firm the statement that the town has been 
attacked and partly destroyed by Gomez, 
but the details are not obtainable. - Carrillo, 
with an American artillery force, kept up a 
continued fire for a long while, reducing 
part of the town to ruins. Placetas is one 
of the largest and most important towns in 
Santa Clara Province.

The radical 
resolutions on the killing of striking miners 
in Pennsylvania, which were sent to com- 
mittee yesterday, have not been reported 
back. The conservative resolutions intro- 
duced by Delegate O’Brien of Chicago were 
sidetracked today and the following substi- 
tute adopted after a two hours’ debate: 

Resolved, That the Illinois State Federa- 
tion of Labor, in convention assembled, de- 
clare its unreserved and unqualified fealty 
to the trades union form of organization 
and the trades union movement; that we 
hold the trades union movement as para- 
mount to any other in the struggle for 
labor’s amelioration and emancipation. 

The discussion bristled with radical @x- 
pressions and strong denunciations. 

In defense of his anti-anarchistic resolu- 
tion: Mr. O’Brien said: ‘‘ The speeches of 
pestiferous agitatorg such as have been 
heard here, are fast destroying the trades 
union movement.” 

Delegate Woodberry of Chicago took the 
radical side. He said trade unionists 
should have no quarrel with Socialists and 
Anarchists, as all were working together 
up to a certain point: He strongly com- 
mended socialistic theories and declared the 
trades union movement was rapidly drifting 
toward broader grounds. He said it was 
wrong to publish the idea that any quarrel 
exists between Anarchists, Socialists, and 
trade unionists. 


Text of New Pianks. 

The new planks were finally adopted as 
follows: | 

First—The government ownership of all 
railroads, mines, telegraphs, and telephones. 

Second—The municipal ownership and con- 
trol of all the public conveniences which be- 
eome a necessity by reason of the centraliza- 
tion of poulation—namely: street railroads, 
water works, gas and electric light plants. 

Third—The abolition of government by in- 
junction. 

Fourth—The restriction of all unnecessary 
immigration. 

Fifth—We favor the establishment of the 
initiative and referendum system of govern- 
ment. 

Sixth—The free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 

Seventh—We demand that the General As- 
sembly shall enact a new revenue law which 
shall provide such revenue as may be neces- 
sary for State government by levying a tax 
on land valuation. 

Eighth—We demand the passage of anem- 
ployers' liability act. 

An attempt was made to defeat the free 
silver plank on the ground that it savored 


The Committee on Resolutions made a par- 
tial report. The resolution in favor of free 
text books, calling on the next State Leg- 
islature to submit the question to a vote of 
the people, was adopted. 

Postal Savings Bank Debate, 


A postal savings bank resolution sub- 
mitted by T. J. O’Brien caused considerable 
discussion. Mr. O’Brien epoke at length in 
favor of the propcsed government system 
and told the history of some seventeen for- 
mer attempts to force similar legislation 
through Congress. 

Delegate Woodberry of Chicago spoke in 
opposition to the resolution. He assumed a 
connection between the resolutiog and a bill 
backed by a Chicago morning paper, and 
declared the bill defective and a mendce to 
the end desired. He also attacked the Dill 
on the ground that postal savings banks 
under the proposed system would prove an 
expensive luxury.“ The resolution was 
finally adopted. Resolutions were adopted 
declaring a boycott on all publications and 
school supplies bearing the imprint of the 
publishing firm of Donahue & Henneberry 
of Chicago. The union label adopted by the 
Bricklayers’ National Alliance was indorsed. 

J. H. Payn introduced resolutions charg- 
ing the Chicago Civil Service board with 
furnishing non-union men to fill the places 
of union strikers, including the following: 

Resolved, That the State Federation of 
Labor, representing 350,000 organized toil- 
ers, calls upon the City Council of Chicago 
to pass an ordinance prohibiting the Civil 
Service board from furnishing workmen to 
take the places of those who are forced to 
strike to attain living wages, to better con- 
ditions of labor. 

At the request of the Building Trades’ 
Council of Chicago Delegate McCarthy se- 
cured the indorsement of a resoluticn de- 
nouncing the Chicago Boa:d of Education 
for its refusal to insert the“ union labor 
clause in all contracts. 


TROOPS REMAIN AT HAZLETON. 


No Change in the Situation, but the 
Military Is Not Allowed to 
Leave. 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 15.—([Special. I- The 
strike situation is unchanged tonight and no 
word has been received at brigade head- 
quarters of trouble at any ot the mines or 
of more men stopping work. General Godin 
does not expect any trouble, but is holding 
several detachments of cavalry close by to 
proceed at the word ot command. tie is still 
in close communication with all the nunes, 
and is being kept fully informed of the de- 
tails of all the miners’ meetings. 

At 9 o’clock this morning the Fourth Regi- 
ment, which has been stationed at Audenreid 
since Saturday, was given orders to proceed 
to Eckley at once. The regiment was taken 
to Freeland on a special train and marched 
from that point to Hckley. 

The work of collecting evidence for the in- 
quest is already being prosecuted by the 
strikers’ representatives and others, includ- 
ing the Coroner. Dr. Thodorovich, Secréta- 
ry of the Austro-Hungarian Consulate, Phil- 
adelphia, visited the hospital and took the 
statements of the injured. He asked one of 
the wounded Hugarians if the mob ran when 
the deputies commenced to fire. 

Ran like the mischief,” was the reply. 

Dr. Thodorovich was asked whether he 
had read Sheriff Martin’s statement that 
two of the strikers had revolvers and threat- 
ened the Sheriff's life. 

„Not speaking in my official capacity,” 
said Dr. Thodorovich, “‘ I will say that from 
the conversation I have had with the men 
who saw the Sheriff's deputies shoot the 
miners, I am of the opinion that the Sheri? 
is mistaken. I know that when the striking 
miners were about to start from Harwood 
some of. them carried canes. The leaders 
told these men that they must throw these 
canes away, and this order was strictly 
complied with.“ 


PITTSBURG MINERS GO TO WORK 


Strikers in Convention Decide to Dis- 
regard the Limit of Ten 
Days. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—The 
convention of the striking miners of the 
Pittsburg district today decided to break 
away from the ten-day limit adopted by the 
Columbus convention and allow all miners 
to go to work at once. Tonight there is 
great rejoicing in the mining hamlets of 
western Pennsylvania. Nearly 100 strik- 
ers at the Turtle Creek mines returned to

FIGHT ON TAMMANY. 


Silver Democrats to Name an 
Opposition Ticket. 


HILL’S MAN FOR JUDGE. 


Purroy Is Expelled from the State 
Committee. 


SUPPORT OF LOW CAUSES IT. 


New York, Sept. 15. — [Special.] — The 
Democratic State committee met today In 
secret session in the Hoffman House, ruled 
by former Senator Hill, who was absent; by 
Senator Murphy, who was present; and the 
Tammany chieftains, who were out in full 
force. This is what the committee did: 

Nominated Judge Alton B. Parker of 
Kingston for Chief Justice of the Court of 
Appeals. He is the only State officer on the 
ticket this year, and no convention will be 
held. Expelled Henry D. Purroy, County 
Clerk of New York and former Tammany 
leader, from his membership in the commit- 
tee for denouncing Tammany, setting up a 
new organization, and declaring that he 
would support Seth Low. Dodged the whole 
silver issue and ignored the demands of 
free silver Democrats for an indorsement of 
the Chicago platform upon the pretext that 
the State committee has no power to act on 
the question. 

He Is Hill’s Friend. 


The nomination of Judge Parker was 
quickly made. The candidate for the high- 
est judicial position in the State was named 
at the behest of David B. Hill and Boss Mc- 
Laughlin of Brooklyn. 

Ie is Hill's friend,“ was the word passed 
around. 

Then came the dramatic expulsion of Pur- 
roy at the hands of Tammany. He had in- 
suited John C. Sheehan. He had declared 
himself against the rulers of the wigwam 
and he had formed an opposition faction. 

The session was dramatic. Traitor he 
Was called. Tom Grady, Tammany’s ora- 
tor, launched his bitterest, most vindéctive 
epithets at him. The big County Clerk sat 
in the room and heard them all. A few 
farcastic side remarks were all that es- 
caped him. Only four out of the fifty mem- 
bers sided with him, and on the announce- 
ment of the vote he left the place. 

A delegation of earnest supporters of the 
Chicago platform and the silver issue de- 
manded of the committee a reaftirming of 
the principles of the Bryanites. There were 
speeches, all by the visiting delegation. 
The committee listehed in silence. The del- 
egation went away and the committee re- 
mained silent. Chicago platform and free 
silver were a dead issue toit. The men of 
the Progressive Domocratic league, the 
Young Democracy, and the other followers 
of Bryan met in another hotel, disputing 
among themselves, and finally decided to 
nominate a regular Democratic and silver 
candidate for Mayor in opposition to Tam- 
many's nominee. 


Platt Men Jubilant. 


Among the Republicans there is considera- 
ble jubilation over what they consider the 
overthrow and defeat of Jacob Worth in 
the Kings County committee meeting last 
night. Lieutenant Governor Woodruff, who 
conducted the fight for Platt in Kings, re- 
ceived the following telegram from the 
Senator, who is in Washington: 

Timothy L. Woodruff: It was a famous 
victory. Accept my hearty felicitations. 
The whippersnapper’ seems to have got 
there. T. C. PLArr.“ 

The word “ Whippersnapper was applied 
by Jacob Worth to Lieutenant Governor 
Woodruff when he took charge of the cam- 
paign for Platt. This explains the reference. 

Word received from Washington says the 
result of Senator Platt's visit to President 
McK*imley is thas the President favors Platt 
and will consult him on appointments, but 
will not openly oppose the Citizens’ union. 
It was also said today the Republicans were 
looking for a big man to run for Mayor, 
a much bigger man than District Attorney 
Olcott. 

Seth Low returned to town today, but 
refused to be interviewed. 

All the women in Greater New York will 
be called on soon to take part in the cam- 
paign for the election of Seth Low. 

Mrs. Josephine Shaw Lowell is iooked to 
as the leader of the women’s movement. 
During the city campaign of two years ago 
the Women’s Municipal] league was the or- 
ganization which controlled the work of the 
independent women. Mrs. Lowell was the 
President of the organization. Mrs. Lowell 
early last spring began to work for Mr. 
Low’s nomination and secured many sig- 
natures to the petition. 

Mrs. Lowell said today: I ü believe Mr. 
Low will be elected, but that there must be 
hard work done to secure that result. 

The work of the women will be almost 
exclusively educational. We shall try to in- 
form women on the issues of the campaign 
so thoroughly that they will appreciate the 
necessity for exerting all their influence in 
their own families and among personal 
friends to make votes for Mr. Low.“ 


MAYOR HARRISON IN NEW YORK. 


Is Greatly Pleased with the Big Gar- 
bage Reduction Plant at Bar- 
ren Island. 


New York, Sept. 15.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Carter H. Harrison of Chicago had a pleas- 
ant and instructive outing today. He came 
here on a strictly business trip, one which 
he hopes will result in improving the sani- 
tary condition of his great lakeside city. 

Attired in a modest plaid suit of dark ma- 
terial and looking the picture of health, 
Mayor Harrison, accompanied by Commis- 
sioner of Public Works L. E. McGann, and 
John Fitzsimmons, Superintendent of 
Streets and Alleys, left the Windsor Hotel 
soon after 10 o’clock, piloted by Chief . 
pert Craven of the Department of Stréet 
Cleaning, and proceeded to Carnarsie, tak- 
ing the boat from there direct to Barren 
Island. 

A pleasant hour’s sail down Jamaica Bay 
brought them te the wharf. 

The party was taken on shore and shown 
the various garbage consuming plants. The 
one that most interested Mayor Harrison 
and his friends was that of the Sanitary 
Utilization company, by which much of the 
city’s refuse is being converted into fer- 
tilizers. The great vats, and the various 
apparatus used in the work, were minutely 
inspected by the visitors, who seemed to be 
much pleased with the system. 

Asked what he thought of the plant, 
Mayor Harrison said: The system is prac- 
tically the same as that used in Philadel- 
phia, and I do not see-anything novel in it. 
One thing I see that is not as it should be, 
but which is being corrected, is the empty- 
ing of the foul water into the bay from the 
digester. That would never do with us in 
Chicago, for the city drinking water would 
soon become contaminated.“ 

From Mayor Harrison's observations so 
far, he says, he finds the same general plan 
in vogue at all the places he has visited. 
The garbage is put in the receiver and it is 
not seen again until it comes out grease or 
fertilizer. The plan is a good one, he says, 
because there is no odor except when the 
garbage is being put in the receiver.

PROSPECT FOR CHEAPER BEER. 


Independent Brewing Concerns Enter 
Local Field to Fight the Trust— 
Theodore Harz’s View. 


Trouble is brewing in the brewers’ trust, 
and the prospects are that within a few 
weeks there will be a general cut in the 
price of beer. 

For several months the Chicago and Mu- 
waukee Brewers’ association, the syndicate 
breweries, and the various large independent 
brewing concerns have been bound together 
for the purpose of maintaining prices, and 
opposition has been rendered practically 
impossible. 

For the last two months, however, the 
outsiders, as the independents are known, 
have been coming into the local trade pre- 
pared to outfight the trust, for a time at 
least. Three Chicago breweries which have 
been recently organized are defying the 
Brewers’ association. Aside from these 
three Milwaukee, one Freeport, one Rock- 
ford, and two Racine breweries have also 
entered the Chicago field. They say they 
intend to fight the trust to a finish. Accord- 
ing to good authorities these ten concerns 
already have a trade of over 200, 000 barrels 
in this city, which is about 10 per cent of the 
total trade. 

The different brewers were averse to dis- 


“cussing the new situation yesterday, but 


the idea of any successful opposition to the 
trust was treated as a laughing matter. 
There may possibly. be some slight cut in 
case the outsiders begin to cut seriously into 
the local trade,“ said Theodore Harz, secre- 
tary of the Chicago Brewing company, but 
at present there is no reason to be alarmed. 
The out-of-town concerns are too small to 
cut much of a figure, while the three Chi- 
concerns—the Hoffman Bros., the Phe- 
nix, and the George Stadler Brewing com- 
panies—have not yet become prominent 
enough in the trade to cause the association 
any worry. Beer is cheaper in Chicago than 
in any other city in the country. The Mil- 
waukee brewers sell beer nee for from 
they 


31.50 to $2 a barrel cheaper than 
it in Milwaukee.

PANIC DUE TO FEVER. 


(Continued from first page.) 


thirteen is reserved. There have been no 
deaths at Biloxi. 

New Orleans, La., Sept. 15.—Dr. Frederick 
Loeber, head of Touro Infirmary, this after- 
noon reports one case of yellow fever in that 
institution. 

Mr. and Mrs. Frank Johnston of Jackson, 
Miss., with their four children, are at the 
Tremont House, where they intend to re- 
main until the epidemic of yellow fever 
abates in the South. 

The greatest excitement prevails in Jack- 
son, said Mr. Johnston. A shotgun quar- 
antine has been established, but it is recog- 
nized to be inefficient, and the town is al- 
most in a panic. Twenty-four cases of the 
fever have been reported at Edwards, twen- 
ty-five miles away, and many families are 
leaving the town for all points of the North 
daily.’’ 

The arrival of the Johnston family in the 
city brought up jn the City Hall the ques- 
tion of a quarantine. Acting Commissioner 
of Health Frank W. Reilly and Dr. John B. 
Hamilton, Consulting Hygienist of the 
Health department, had a conference yes- 
terday morning, and the situation was dis- 
cussed at length. As a result, it was an- 
nounced that persons from the yellow fever 
districts would be received in the city with- 
out question. Dr. Reilly and Dr. Hamilton 
have both had experience in handling yel- 
low fever. They agree in the opinion that 
there is no possibility of its spread in this 
city, even if cases should be imported. 


CAUSE OF PRESENT OUTBREAK. 


Dr. John B. Hamilton Gives His Views 
on the Yellow Fever Situa- 
tion. 


Dr. John B. Hamilton, who, while at the 

head of the United States Medical service, 
had so much to do with the successful fight 
made by the government on the yellow 
fever epidemics of the early eighties, yes- 
terday gave his views as to the cause of the 
present outbreak. 
„The responsibility rests on the people 
who insist on keeping the quarantine sta- 
tion at Ship Island, four miles from shore,“ 
said he. It is impossible to maintain 
proper quarantine there owing to the shal- 
low water between the island and the main- 
land. Sailors will not stay on ship when 
they can almost wade ashore. If the quar- 
antine station is kept there a night and day 
patrol of the shore is absolutely necessary. 
But this is too expensive. 

“TI found this out in 1883, and after con- 
sultation with the health officers of the ad- 
joining States decided that perfect safely 
demanded the removal of the station to 
Chandaleur Island, twelve miles further out 
at sea. The anchorage there is good anda 
station was established. All went well fora 
few years, when a tidal wave came and 
wrecked some of the buildings, but the main 
structures stood. One man [ost his life, but 
if he had staid by the hospital he would have 
been all right. 

Then the station was abandoned and 
Ship Island was reselected. This is where 
the fatal error was made. Tidal waves 
occur every so often, so do cyclones. But

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The surprises of the day, aside from Reid's 
brilliant showing against Macdonald in the 
morning were afforded in the contests of 
Stewart against Macdonald and Coats 
against Whigham. The last part of the Mac- 
donald-Stewart match was identical with 
the ex-champion’s contest with Reid, the 
two men being all even at the fifteenth, Mac- 
donald taking the sixteenth, the men halv- 
ing the seventeenth, and Macdonald taking 
the eighteenth and winning by two up. 

Coats’ play against Whigham was a sur- 
prise, not only to those who followed the 
match but to himself as well. The match 
was one of the best exhibitions of golf seen 
thus far, Coats playing a plucky uphill game 
and succeeding in tying at the sixteenth 
hole. 

Whigham took the first, Coats narrowly 
missing two putts. Coats took the second 
in four, Whigham slicing his drive too far 
in trying to allow for the wind. Whigham 
took the next two, Coats missing a four- 
foot putt at the fourth. The champion also 
took the fifth and the sixth. The long hole of 
the course was halved. 

Whigham missed his fourth stroke, a putt 
for the half, at the seventh, and the hole 
went to Coats. Coats took the next in five, 
the ninth and tenth were both halved in 
three, and Whigham took the eleventh, mak- 
ing him two up. Five strokes were enough 
for both men at the twelfth and Whigham 
took the thirteenth. 

Here the champion’s luck deserted him. 
Coats took the next three straight, a topped 
drive at the fourteenth, a duffed second 
shot into a bunker, and a missed putt at 
the fifteenth, and a short putt at the six- 
teenth serving to diminish the champion's 
lead. All even going to the seventeenth, 
it looked serious for Whigham, but he won 
this seventeenth by an eight-foot putt, 


Coats missing a three-foot putt for the half. 


The eighteenth was halved in five and Whig- 
ham had won by one up. 

Douglas and Fenn played an interesting 
match, but Douglas gradually gained on his 
man, and at the fourteenth hole he had 
won the match by five up, four to play.

AUGUST EXPORTS BEAT RECORD 


4 
Valued at $79,497,820 and Exceed Im- 
ports by $40,953,753—Smallest 
Imports Since 1879. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—Domestic ex- 
ports for August weré- the largest of any 
August of which the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Treasury department has a record. 
They were valued at $79,497,820, as against 
$66,689,981 in August, 1806, an increase of 
$12,807,939; for the eight months ended 
Aug. 31, 1897, they amounted to 3620, 434. 371, 
an increase of $62,217,387 over last year. 

The excess of exports of merchandise over 
imports for August last was $40,135,753, as 
against an excess of $19,132,816 in August, 
1896, and during the last cignt moaths $95,- 
229,213, as compared with 8109, 608. 403 during 
the correspondiny months of 1806. 

The value of imports during August 
amounted to $39,876,640. This is the smallest 
value since June, 1879, when they amounted 
to $35,890,451. 

The imports of the month just passcd were 
about equally divided between free and 
dutiable goods, the value of the former be- 
ing $21,231,592, and of the latter $18,645,048. 

The increase of exports is made up mainly 
of breadstuffs, which is accounted for by the 
heavy foreign demand for American grains. 

The amount of gold imported during Aug- 
ust amounted to $4,374,175, and the exports 
to $1,983,588. 

The silver imports during August amount- 
ed to $1,491,752, and the exports to $5,313,277.

Every man at the meeting seemed to be 
fully aware of the side of the question held 
at present by the Board of Physical Culture. 
The general proposition that college teams 
should be allowed to go out and compete 
with every team in the country, no matter 
of what character, was held to be mere. 
Secretary T. W. Goodspeed in speaking of 
this side of the matter said: 

“The university looks upon the matter 
not as if the men of the institution were 
auy superior to those found in non-educa- 
tional associations, but as a pure ques- 
tion of principle. The prime object of a 
coliege is culture, and that chiefly of the 
mind. When college teams are allowed to 
play organi#ations other than those from 
other colleges it puts forward the athletic 
side of the case too prominently. There 
are plenty of colleges to keep the teams 
busy. 

This view of the case has been held by 
the university authorities from the begin- 
ning of the athletics of the school. Even be- 
fore other Western schools seemed to have 
considered the matter seriously this insti- 
tution was its advocate. The sentiment 
grew, and was finally adopted by the West- 
ern Intercollegiate Athletic association. It 
was our own peculiar principle; now it has 
become a matter of contract between us and 
other schools, and we should be breaking 
faith if we should do anything but stand by 
the rules.“ 

When asked if the sentiment in the board 
for the Chicago Athletic association was so 
strong that the school would remain neutral 
if the other members of the Western Inter- 
collegiate should decide to change the rule, 
Dr. Goodspeed said: 

I do not see how the school could remain 
neutral in the matter. Our contract with 
the other schools is enough to hold us at 
present even if we had no stronger reason. 
But we have that stronger reason, and as it 
is connected so intimately with the princi- 
ples and policy of the university I do not see 
how we could refrain from speaking in its 
favor. However, if there were no such a 
rule and this proposftion to play a game for 
charity should arise I cannot say exactly 
what might be the result.“ 

Professor Stagg expressed ignorance of 
what the trustees had done in the matter, 
and even doubted that they should consider 
the affair within their province. He de- 
clared that although he is interested in the 
matter it is outside of his province except as 
he is a member of the Board of Physical 
Culture. The next meeting of the board will 
not be until near the first of October, and at 
that time the special committee of the trus- 
tees will probably be present. 

Professor Stagg devoted most of the 8 — 
with his kickers yesterday to line work.

UNION INVESTMENT RECEIVER. 


Judge Clifford Appoints E. W. Harri- 
son to Take Charge of a Bond 
Concern’s Affairs. 


Judge Clifford yesterday appointed Ed- 
ward W. Harrison receiver for the Union 
Investment association, a corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of Iowa, upon the 
application of John B. Chapman, a holder 
of bonds in the concern. 

The defendant corporation was first known 
upon its incorporation as the Tontine Bond 
Investment association. in 18901 the change 
to the present title was made and the com- 
plainant became the purchaser of 131 bonds 
in the association. By the terms of the 
association the complainant says he was to 
pay $1 a month on each bond until it was 
redeemable and then was to receive $200 on 
each bond. 

Chapman says he has paid in up to the 
present $78 on each bond. The court is told 
that the bylaws of the association provided 
that its funds should be held as trust funds 
in some bank for the benefit and protection 
of its bondholders, but the charge is made 
that John P. Anderson, who has been Presi- 
dent of the association for the last six years, 
has had sole charge of its affairs during all 
that time. No trustees or directors have 
been elected, according to the bill, for three 
or four years, and Anderson has kept the 
funds of the association in his own name 
without giving any bond. 

It is charged that Anderson has made 
fraudulent entries on the books and has not 
kept them correctly. It is declared further 
than on Aug. 1 he absconded from Illinois 
and took most of the available funds of the 
association with him. Before going, it 1s 
said, he destroyed or otherwise disposed of 
the corporate records. 


LEAPS FOUR STORIES TO DEATH. 


Mrs. Nellie Baird Commits Suicide at 
the Kinzie House—Mary Jones 
Tries to Die. 


Mrs. Nellie Baird, wife of Benjamin Baird, 
44 North Clark street, committed suicide at 
1 o’clock this morning by leaping from 
the fourth story balcony of the building 
to the street below. She was dead when 
two policemen, who saw her fall, reached 
her side. The husband will be detained at the 
East Chicago Avenue Station till after the 
inquest today. 

The Bairds occupied the rear fourth flat 
on the north side of the building which is 
known as the Kinzie House. Two police- 
men standing near the Revere House heard 
a woman scream, then lights flashed sud- 
denly in the window, and in an another in- 
stant they saw Mrs. Baird spring through 
the front window of Julia Morton’s apart- 
ment and leap’ headlong over the balcony 
railing to the street. 

It was said by neighbors in the building 
that Mrs. Baird had been ill for several days. 
Paul Rentz, who lived across the hall from 
the Bairds, told the police he went to their 
door at 1 o' clock and Baird told him his 
wife had just jumped out of the window. 
Rentz said he heard no scream. 

Mrs. Baird was 26 years old, a Scandi- 
navian, and had been in Chicago ten years. 

Unable to find employment and having no 
friends, a young woman giving the name 
of Mary Jones took morphine last night 
and then sat down to await death on a 
bench in Garfield Park. She was found and 
a physician put her out of danger. 


HIGHER PRICES IN WOOL GOODS. 


Manufacturers and Jobbers Say That 
an Advance of Fifteen to Forty Per 
Cent Is Necessary. 


New York, Sept. 15.—The members of the 
wool knit goods trade today adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions that the selling price 
be based on the cost of and figured on the 
price of raw material or yarn at the time 
of sale; that according to the relative 
amount of wool and cotton used, an imme- 
diate advance is necessary from 15 to 40 
per cent to recover the increased cost of 
knit goods; and that, if it is necessary to car- 
ry out the above resolutions ** we will curtail 
production even to the stoppage of our 
mills.“

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


FAA : 


Insurance companies are feceiving letters from 
agents in Kansas in regard to superintendent Mc- 
Nall. The reports are that hé is putting in effect 
all sorts of inquisitorial schemes to pry into the 
business of the companies and to harass them in 
the conduct of their business in that State. Almost 
without exception the reports are that the rules 
as enforced by the insurance department work to 
the decided disadvantage of the companies. 

A letter yesterday from an insurance agent in 
Topeka stated that Judge C. E. Foote had been 
given a place in the department and that his 
particular line of work would be to examine into 
the operation of companies doing business in the 
State. The Kansas department has gained some 
fame by reason of recent examinations of in- 
surance companies. Two inspectors, D. O. Me- 
Cray and D. W. Tatman, called upon the Milwau- 
kee Mechanics’ and announced their intention of 
making an examination. They spent about two 
hours in their work and charged $600. An ex- 
amination was made of the Traders’ which took 
a like amount of time and for which there was a 
charge of $400. As the supply of companies is 
large it is expected Mr. McNall will be able to col- 
lect anywhere from $5v,000 to $100,000 each year 
out of fees for examination. 

The report of the two inspectors in the case of 
the Milwaukee Mechanics’ has just been made pub- 
lic in Topeka. According thereto of the $1,280,931 
shown on the company’s statement as first mort- 
gage liens, $278,339 were in twelve different loans 
secured by the same property, consisting of about 
three blocks in South Milwaukee. The agents of 
the State Insurance department give it is their 
opinion the property could not be sold for the 
amount of the loans.

AUSTRIA I8 TOO HASTY. 

If a Vienna dispatch, printed in yester- 
day’s Tx1sune, is to be trusted, Austrian 
officials are as quick about arriving at 
conclusions while in ignorance of the facts 
as are the Social Democratic Anarchists of 
this and other cities. 

Some of the strikers shot in Pennsylvania 
last week were Hungarians. It is quite 


‘probable that some of them never have been 


naturalized. It is proper that the authori- 
thies of the country to which they still owe 
allegiance should look after their interests 
if any wrong has been done them. 

But according to this Vienna dispatch a 
high official of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs states that the government has 
done nothing as yet, for it has merely re- 
ceived a dispatch from the Icgation at 
Washington that some Hungarian work- 
men were fired on without provocation and 
killed. When further detailed reports ar- 
rive our government is resolved to demand 
satisfaction for the violent and causvless 
killing of Austro-Hungarian subjects,” the 
severe punishment of those responsible, 
and the payment of an indemnity. 

It is assumed that the “further de- 
tailed reports will confirm the assertion 
that the Hungarians who were killed were 
“fired upon without provocation.“ But 
supposing that assumption turns out to 
be erroneous, then what can the Austrian 
government do about the matter? Nothing. 
Therefore it would be more sensible and 
more diplomatic for the officers of that 
government to say nothing till they know all 
the facts. 

The question whether 
garian cubjects have been “ violently and 
causelessly killed“ one to be settled by 
American tribunals.\ If those tribunals 
find that the men who were shot at Lat- 
timer met death while violating the laws of 


Pennsylvania and resisting the peace pf-, 


ficers, of that commonwealth, then the Aus- 
trian government must accept the situation 
just as it would expect this government to 
if an American subject were shot in Aus- 
tria by the officers of the law while taking 
part in the doings of some violent mob, 

It is probable that the Austro-Hungarian 
government is not aware of the kind of 
demonstrations that its subjects, domiciled 
in this country, are in the habit of in- 
dulging in often. If a squad of striking 
miners in Hungary were to set out to march 
to some other mine where men were work- 
ing for the purpose of driving them trom 
their work, they would find themselves con- 
fronted speedily by military forces, and if 
they did not obey at once without demur 
they would be charged on or fired on in- 
stanter. The lawlessness tolerated so often 
in this country would not be put up with for 
a day in Austria. 

It, after investigation by the proper 
authorities, it is proved that the Sheriff and 
his deputies and not the striking miners 
were the ones who violated the law, they 
will undoubtedly be punished. But that 


punishment will have to be inflicted by 


Pennsylvania courts whose action cannot be 
controlled by the national authorities. So it 
will be useless for the Austro-Hungarian 
governwent to“ demand the severe punish- 


ment of persons whom they assume to be 


guilty. Pennsylvania juries alone can act 
in the matter. 

It is probable that the Austrian govern- 
ment will decide to wait till it has learned 
all the facts before it assumes that the 
Hungarians shot at Lattimer were unlaw- 
fully shot, and makes demands“ based 
on that assumption. It would be awkward 
to make such demands and then discover at- 
terwards, perhaps, that those men whose 
“severe punishment ” was demanded were 
acting within the law. 


LOW’S ACCEPTANCE AND PLATFORM. 

Seth Low has formally announced his 
acceptance of the nomination for Mayor of 
Greater New York, tendered tim by the 
Citizens’ union, and now the question is 


whether the Republicans will have the good | 


sense to in‘lorse the nomination or, by mak- 
ing choice of some other candidate, play 
into the hands of the Tammany ring. The 
general declaration of principles of the 
union upon which he takes his stand is as 
follows: 

The municipal elections sha! be entirely sep- 
arate from State and national elections, to the 
erd that the business affairs of the city may be 
managed upon their own merits, uncontrolled by 
national or State politics; 

That the government of the city shall be ad- 
ministered independently of national or State pol- 
itics. and that no candidate sha'l use his of- 
luce for the benefit of any political organization; 

That the civil service laws shall be enforced 
without regard to political influence; 

That the city shall retain the ownership of its 
franchises and shall grant them only for limited 
periods, and thai hoiders of franchises shall be 
forced to give the public adequate service at rea- 
sonable rates; . 

That betier rapid transit facilities shall be se- 
cured without unreasonable delay; 

That school accommodations shall be provided 
for all children of school age and that the er- 
ficiency of he schools shall be increased; 

That the elght-hour labor day shall be en- 
forced to all employés of the city, and its contract- 
ors, and that union wages shall be paid; 


That the system of small parks, baths, and 


lavatories shall be extended: 
That the best pavements shall be laid in the 
most densely populated districts; 
That the laws providing for the better sanitation 
of tenement-houses shall be enforced;

That the streets shall be kept clean. 

In his letter of acceptance Mr. Low a vows 
himself a Republican and adds that he ex- 
pects to remain onc. e declares his be- 
lief, however, that the city's affairs should 
be administered on higher than mere party 
grounds, and that in making appointments 
to subordinate positions, in the erent 
of his election, he will seek to choose men 
with an eye to fitness and the public good 
“without regard to race, religious belief, 
or political affiliation.” A great advance in 
the science of municipal government will 
have been achieved if this ideal can be 
accomplished. At all events the experiment 
is worth a trial as a means of relief from 
the shameless abuses and extravagauces 
by which a majority—if not ail—of the 
larger cities of this country are now so 
grievously afflicted. 

While a large majority of the press of all 
parties making any pretense to standing 
ap for good government have generalty ac-

cepted in advance the position which Mr. 


has declared 
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in favor of indors- 
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the worse for the party. It is true there 
may be measures of Republican policy in 
national affairs which are not embraced in 
this platform, but are there any which apply 
distinctively to municipa] government which 
have been omitted? If there are it is the 
duty of the Republican ‘objectors to Mr. 
Low’s nomination to point them out, and, if 
he should be the choice of the Republican 
convention, have them incorporated in its 
declaration of principles, Otherwise they 
concede that, so far as his candidacy for a 
municipal office is concerned, it is sound and 
unassailable. 

The contest against Mr. Low in the Re- 
publican party seems so far to have been 
conducted on the principle of seeking re- 
venge upon him or upon some of his more 
zealous supporters, This appears to have 
been especially the case in Brooklyn, where 
Mr. Jacob Worth, a friend of Low’s, ap- 
pears to have been the special object of at- 
tack, although the contest resulted in the 
indorsement of his (Worth's) candidate. 
The Republican party, not only of Greater 
New York but of the Empire State, will be 
placed at a great disadvantage if it can be 
truthfully said that its policy and the choice 
of its candidates for office are to be dictated 
by the whim or caprice of a single man or 
mere coterie of men for the benefit of them- 
selves and friends and to gratify their 
spite against some one whom they believe 
inimical to their ambitious designs. The 
pending election of Mayor of New York 


‘City seems just such a case as is to deter- 


mine whether that is to be the result or not. 
It is encouraging that the Republican press 
of New York, almost without exception 
as well as the friends of good government 
generally, are in favor of Mr. Low’s can- 
didacy. . 


THE INDIANA LYNCHING. 

The black record of lynching for 1897 has 
been still further increased by the horrible 
affair which took place yesterday at Ver- 
sailles, Ind. A mob of forty men from that 
region seized five men who had been arrest- 
ed for burglary, and lynched them. For such 
a crime there is not a shadow of excuse, 
and every member of the mob who helped 
commit it should be brought to sure and 
speedy justice, and will be if there is any 
virtue in Indiana law. 

If such a crime should be allowed to go 
unpunished it will only prove an incentive 
to the commission of more crimes of the 
same kind. It will also be promptly seized 
upon in the South as an excuse for lynchings 
in that section. From this point of view it 
is Most unfortunate that this tragedy should 
have occurred in a Northern State, and 
that, too, at a time when a strong anti- 
lynching sentiment is beginning to mani- 
fest itself in the South, and many Southern 
lawyers, jurists, and public men have fear- 
lessly denounced lynching and have been 
strenuous in their demands that there shall 
be no interference with the regular methods 
of justice. It will matter little also that the 
number of lynchings in the South far ex- 
ceeds the number in the North, for of the 
108 lynchings which have occurred in this 
country since Jan. 1, 1897, 07 of them have 
been in the South and 11 in the North. Of 
these eleven cases, one in Illinois can hardly 
be set down as a lynching, as the victim 
was not in the hands of the authorities, 
and those who killed the man were seehing 
only to arrest him and turn him over to 
justice, but found it necessary to shoot in 
self-defense. Two others of the eleven 
cases were in far away Alaska, where 
there are no courts. The Southern people 
notwithstanding this will hold up this Ver- 
sailles inquiry as an argument against any 
criticism of their section, and it is a hard 
argument to answer, notwithstanding the 
frightful disparity in the relative number 
of lynchings. 

As has already been said there is not the 
shadow of an excuse for this dreadful 
crime. If the people of Versailles and its 
vicinity feared that justice would not be 
meted out by the courts, or if the courts 
hitherto have failed in their duty it is the 
fault of the people, for they always have the 
remedy in their hands to apply to a failure 
of justice. If the lynching was purely an 
outburst of passion and resentment then 
five murders have been committed by this 
mob in five cases where the crime is not 
punishable with death. Whatever may 
have been the motive the lynching should 
not only be severely condemned as an out- 
rage upon justice, but the authorities of 
Indiana should. run down every man con- 
cerned in it, and punish him. An example 
of this kind in the maintenance and vindi- 
cation of law will be the only answer to the 
taunt which will be sure to come from the 
South.

COURTS WILL NOT INTERFERE. 

Judge Jenkins has promised to decide in 
a few days whether the temporary injunc- 
tion restraining Postmaster Gordon from 
transferring the Superintendent of the 
Englewood station to some other position 
shall be dissolved or made permanent. If 
the Judge takes the same view of the 
matter as does Judge Cox of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia the de- 
cision will sustain the Postmaster. 

Judge Cox holds in a case similar to the 
one at Chicago that the courts have no 
power to grant relief in matters of ap- 
pointments and removals from office, that 
they cannot enjoin the Postmaster General 
from removing or transferring any of his 
subordinates, even though he should do so 
in violation pf President McKinley's execu- 
tive order, that no subordinate shall be re- 
moved without preferring charges and giy- 
ing him an opportunity to make a defense. 

Judge Gox takes the ground that this 
executive order in the subject of removals 
is not authorized by the civil service act, 
and is void as far as that act is concerned. 
The law has nothing to say on the subject 
of removals. Hence the President’s order 
derives no efficiency from the civil service 
act, and the courts can under no circum- 
stances be called on to enforce that order. 

The right of the President to lay down 
rules which shall govern his subordinates 
in making removals is not disputed. He 
can make regulations on that subject as 
can the head of a business house. But 
the courts cannot enforce those rules. The 
President alone can do so. If the Post- 
master General breaks one of them the 
party affected should appeal to the Presi- 
dent, who can appoint a new Postmaster 
General who will obey his orders. No 
court can do anything for him. 

Judge Cox is a believer in the merit sys- 
tem. He is inclined to regret that the civil 
service law does not provide for an orderly 
and just method of removal, 
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indemnity, 


dents, by orders which other Presidents 
presumably can revoke, have gone much 
farther than the Congress of 1883 dreamed 
of. It supposed the act would be made 
applicable only to some department clerks. 

It is not likely that any future President 


may undo what his predecessors have done. 


Public sentiment has been educated up 
to that point where it would resent any 
such action. But many things which are 
not probable are’ possible. It would be 
better therefore if there were on the 
statute books a more comprehensive law 
than the one there now. 

But it is possible that Congress as at 
present constituted would rather abolish 
than strengthen the merit system. The 
Gallingers and Grosvenors want to see it 
wiped out and the old spoils system re- 
stored, Nor are they the only ones who 
are of that way of thinking.

NO ANSWER FOR SIX MONTHS. 

When the American Bimetallic commis- 
sion submitted its proposals to the British 
government it was told that a repiy should 
be forthcoming early in October. ‘That 
promise is to be kept after a fashion. A Lon- 
don dispatch states that on the uth of next 
month the commission will be informed that 
a full reply to its proposais will be made six 
months hence. The British government 
seems to be as firm a believer in the virtues 
of procrastination as the Sultan of Turkey. 
It may desire to delay its answer for six 
mouths in the expectation that silver will 
have become so much cheaper and so much 
more discredited than it is now, that a 
negative answer will be conceded generally 
to be the only one which can be given. 

Another London dispatch states that most 
of the bar gold which has arrived recently 
from South Africa has been bought for ship- 
ment to India. Perhaps the Indian gov- 
ernment is contemplating the advisability of 
putting that country fully on the gold 
standard. If that experiment should be 
tried successfully during the next six 
months, Senator Wolcott and his colleagues 
could not expect an affirmative reply to their 
request that the Indian mints be reopened 
to the free coinage of silver. 

There is to be no answer for six months, 
and when it comes it will prohably be an ex- 
ceedinglz polite refusal to do anything. 
Under those circumstances it hardly seems 
worth while for the commissioners to stay 
abroad any longer at government expense. 
If they wish to pay their own bills, of course 
that is another matter. 

There does not secin to be anything more 
for them to do abroad. They have discov- 
ered that European governments will take 
no action until they have found vut where 
Britain stands. That will not be known of- 
ficially until next April. So the commis- 
sioners might as well come home and report 
progress. 


THE RIGHT TO BEAR ARIS. 

It is perhaps not to be wondered at that 
in the excited state of feeling prevailing in 
labor organizations in consequence of the 
events at Lattimer, Pa., a few days ago, 
some violent talk should be indulged in in the 
meetings of workingmen before the actual 
facts connected with the tragedy are fully 
made known: This was the case in the 
meetings of the Social Democracy held in 
this city on Sunday last, and something of 
the same sort occurred on the first day of the 
meeting of the Illinois Federation of Labor 
in session at Bloomington this week. Inthe 
latter resolutions were offered reciting the 
unconfirmed story of the Lattimer affair, 
denouncing the officers elected by the people 
as “a bloodthirsty gang of highwaymen 
and corporate thugs,” and the judiciary as 
“their coassassins,” advocating as the 
only remedy” for these “evils” the 
“abolition of the courts,” and virtu- 
ally recommending the arming of labor 
organizations in order that they may 
be in a position “to combat with the 
hirelings of corporations.” As might nat- 
urally be expected the authors of these 
violent and incendiary resolutions were 
the men who had been giving utterance to 
similar sentiments in the meetings of the 
Social Democracy“ in this city on Sun- 
day last. 

Translated into plain English these ut- 
terances mean the abrogation of all law 
and the substitution in its place of the rule 
of brute force backed by deadly weapons. 
And yet the most conclusive refutation of 
the claim that any such appeal to violence is 
necessary to protect the rights of law- 
abiding citizens, whether laboring men or 
otherwire, was furnished in the fact that 
such sentiments were uttered with impunity 
in the midst of a community in which law is 
recognized and upheld. 

It is to the credit of the Illinois Federa- 
tion of Labor that men were found in it to in- 
troduce and support such conservative and 
truthful resolutions as the following: 

Whereas, The trades union movement is men- 
aced by the efforts of revolutionary agitators at- 
tempting to divert it from the true object of its 
organization, the assistance and encouragement of 
labor combinations in maintaining equitable wages 
and the enjoyment of those privileges upon waich 
depend their welfare and prosperity as workers in 
opposition to greedy and unjust employers; there- 
fore, 

Resolved, That the Iliinois State Federation of 
Labor unhesitatingly expresses its disapproval of 
all attempts to associate trades unions with agita- 
tion hostile to the institutions of the United States 
and our form of government, and regards as intol- 
erable all efforts to connect them in any way with 
agitation in favor of impracticable socialistic 
theories and anarchism in any form. 

Resolved, That the object of the Federation of 
Labor is to organize and strengthen trade and 
labor associations and assist them, by advice and 
material aid, in the struggles against the unjust 
exactions of unreasonable employers, and in the 
maintenance of these objects should receive the 
sympathy and support of all friends of good gov- 
ernment. 

It is probably too much to expect that such 
cool-headed and conservative sentiments as 
these will meet the approval of those who 
come together with the design of preach- 
ing anarchy and fomenting disorder and 
misrule, but the members of labor or- 
ganizations will have done much to win 
the sympathy and support of law-abiding 
citizens of every class when they give 
evidence that their object is the main- 
tenance of the law instead of its over- 
throw. The right of “the people to keep 
and bear arms” is protected by the con- 
stitution—which is the very foundation of 
all law—in order that they may serve in the 
militia. That capitalist or mine owner 
would be a fool who would employ a man 
who presents himself with a Winchester 
rifle in his hand when seeking a job, and 
the carrying of concealed weapons is in 
violation of law in all the. States. 

The affair at Lattimer, Pa., was un- 
doubtedly a most deplorable one, but those 
who have been most prompt to assail the 
Sheriff and his deputies with the charge of 
murder are as ignorant of the actual facts 
as any of us. It is to be hoped that these 
facts may be fully brought out—and it may 
be necessary to do so through the very 
medium which the preachers of anarchy 
denounce as coassassins —the courts. 
It no other means answers the purpose the 
demand of the Austrian government for 
already hinted at, may be 
hailed with satisfaction by law-abiding 
citizens generally | 
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the protection of their common interests 
is unquestionable. It only becomes dan- 
gerous when it goes to the extent of in- 
vading the legal and individual rights of 
others, whether engaged in similar call- 
ings or occupying the relation of employers. 
„The poor men whose lives were sacrificed 
at Lattimer, Pa., the other day would in 
all probability not have been in danger or 
lost a single right if they had not been 
influenced by incendiary ravings of such 
men as Debs and his anarchistic colabor- 
ers. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE CONTROVERSY. 

The squabbles between the Civil Service 
Commissioners and Messrs. Burke and 
Lutzenkirchen have caused Chicagoans 
who take an interest in the maintenance of 
the merit system to lose sight of the fact 
that there will be a controversy next month 
of a much more serious nature than that 
between Burke and Kraus. 

That controversy is to be carried on in 
the State Supreme Court, which will con- 
vene in Springfield on the first Monday of 
next month. There are three questions, 
two of them of great importance, which 
the court will have to settle, und on its de- 
cision will depend the fate of the merit sys- 
tem in this city. 

The first one is, whether the civil service 
law is constitutional, or is invalid because 
it “ purports to confer judicial powers and 
authority to make and enforce judgmeuts 
and decisions on a non-judicial body.” 

The second question is, whether the City 
Council can nullify the law by passing 
ordinances calling employés “ officers,” and 
designating subordinates “ heads of depart- 
ments" in order to swell the number of 
persons outside the classified civil service. 

The third, and least important question, 
though it is the one out of which this legal 
controversy grew, is whether the present 
Civil Service Commissioners acted within 
the law when they decided that the Police 
Inspectors and the Superintendents of 
Water. Sewerage, etc., did not form part of 
the classified civil service, but were to be 
appointed by the Mayor. 

The Attorney General filed his petition 
for a mandamus against the commissioners 
and the Chief cf Police, asking that the lat- 
ter be ordered to apply to the commissioners 
for the names of persons to fill vacancies 
as Inspectors, and that the commissioners 
be ordered to certify names. It is in Kip- 
ley’s answer the poini ia raised that the 
law is unconstitutional for the reason given 
above. 

The court will make short work of this 
contention. The general plan or scheme 
of the law cannot be held to be unconstitu- 
tional. The decisions are ali the other way. 
If it be contended that the power given the 
comunissioners to prepare charges against 
employés and dismiss them if the 
charges are sustained is a judicial“ 
power the answer is that the allegation is 
untrue. All that the law does is to substi- 
tute a just and regular method of removal 
for an arbitrary method. The employé in 
the classified civil service will be dropped 
because of his unfitness and not on account 
of his politics. 

After the commencement of the suit the 
Council passed an ordinance declaring that 
certain “public officials”—fifleen Cap- 
tains of Police and some district foremen 
being among them--shall be designated as 
„heads of principal departments as said 
term is used in the civil service act. If 
the Mayor had not advised against it the 
Council would have gone much further, It 
was ready to designate every employè asa 
heid of a department. 

Can a city council construe a State Jaw 
in such a manner as to take all the strength 
and virtue out of it? Can it by tricks and 
subterfuges abolish the merit system? The 
Supreme Court will hold that it cannot, and 
that it has attempted to exceed its powers in 
crder to work an injury to the public. 

The court is not ignorant „f the spoils 
system, to do away with which the civil 
service law was enacted, It is not unaware 
of the wretched condition of the public 
service in this city while the offices were 
parceled out among the spoilsmen. It will 
recognize the fact that the civil service law 
is a salutary measure, and that when ques- 
tions arise as to its scope the decision should 
be for and not against the law. 

The court will not deny that the Council 
has power to create some new, legitimate 
department, and provide a head for it, to be 
appointed by the Mayor. But the court will 
not tolerate the assumption that the Coun- 
cil has the power to designate a Captain of 
Police as the “head of a department in 
order to take him out of the classified 
civil service. If the Council were to pass 
an ordinance creating the“ department of 
street cleaning in the First Ward,“ and pro- 
vide for a head for that department, the 
courts would hold that ordinance was not 
passed in good faith—was not a legitimate 
exercise of power and would set it aside. 

Any attempt on the part of the Aldermen 
to set themselves up as construers and nulli- 
fiers of State laws will be set aside sum- 
marily. No ordinance passed by a pack of 
boodle Aldermen, to please spoils-hunting 
Democratic politicians, will be upheld. 

There remains then, only the question 
whether the ruling of the present commis- 
sioners that persons holding the positions of 
Police Inspector, Superintendent of the 
Water office, etc., are under the law “ heads 
of any principal department” will be up- 
held by the court. 

It will be contended on behalf of the com- 
missioners that a man like the Superintend- 
ent of the Water office, though only the 
head of a division of the Department of 
Public Works, is in reality the head of a 
department because he has complete au- 
thority over his division and his subordi- 
nates. 

It will be argued doubtless on the other 
side that a department like that of police 
can have only one head, except where gov- 
erned by a Board of Commissioners, and 
that the chiefs of the principal divisions of 
that department, no matter how many nen 
they have under them, cannot be called 
heads of departments. 

The probabilities are that the Supreme 
Court will decide against the commission- 
ers. Then the scope and meaning of the 
law will be settled definitely for all time, 
and it will be settled that not even the 
Civil Service Commissioners can allow the 


Mayor to fill offices which the law has put 


out of his control. Itis to be hoped that the 
court will decide promptly, and teach Chi- 
cago spoilsmen that there is no hope left 
for them.

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FIRST STORY OF LATTIMER RIOT 


How the Shooting Occurred and Its 
Consequences—History of Strike 
Which Preceded It. 


The following is the substance of the first 
account of what led to the shooting of the 
Huns and Slavs by the Sherift's deputies 
near Lattimer, Pa., on the 10th inst. It is re- 
printed in order to see how nearly the re- 
port will tally with the testimony about 
being given before the Coroner’s jury—viz.: 

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 10.—Riot was rampant 
today among the striking hard coal miners 
at Lattimer, and as a result 21 men are known 
to be dead and more than forty are wounded 
more or less seriously. For some time a 
strike of miners, machinists, and mine la- 
borers has been in operation in the Lehigh 
Valley. 

HOW THE STRIKE BEGAN. 

The trouble between the coal operators 
and their employés, which has been brew- 
ing for months, came to a crisis on Aug. 
18, when 2,500 men of the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre ccllieries went on strike. They had 
made demunds upon the company which 
were flatly refused, and, usa result, the men 
quit work. These demands included an in- 
crease in the wages of miners, laborers, en- 
gineers, machinists, and firemen to corre- 
spond with the scale of wages in force in 
the Wyoming district of the same company. 

The men also demanded the privilege of 
sclecting their own physician. and in addi- 
tion asked that Superintendent Jones, who 
had made himself obnoxious to the men, 
be transferred to another district. 

From the start the toreign element, com- 
posed of Poles, Hungarians, and Italians, 
had control of the strike. The more con- 
servative American element was outvoted 
on every occasion they attempted to urge 
a compromise, and were eventually terror- 
ized by their fellow-strikers. 

The latter paraded the district for miles 
every day, visited every colliery where men 
had declined to join the strikers, and forced 
them to quit work. As a consequence of the 
reign of terror that prevailed the company 
engaged the services of a number of Deputy 
Sheriffs, who, fully armed, guarded the 
companies’ collieries day and night. 

Beginning with the employés of the Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre Coal company it gradually 
extended itself until within the last few 
days it included almost every mine in the 
extensive Lehigh Valley. Most of the strik- 
ers are foreigners who do not speak the 
English language, and the methods they 
adopted in conducting the strike were such 
as to spread terror among the peacefully 
disposed residents of the valley and to re- 
quire the employment of hundreds of armed 
Deputy Sheriffs by the coal companies. 

This morning a large number of the strik- 
ers, composed mostly of Hungarians and 
Foles, met at a place called Harwood, where 
they held an impromptu meeting and were 
addressed by several of the leaders of the 
strike. The speeches were evidently of a 
nature to inflame the minds of the ignorant 
foreigners. 

As a result they started out to terrorize 
and coerce the miners engaged in the strip- 
pings that were at work today. At Crystal 
Ridge and other places other strikers joined 
the band, whose numbers were considerably 
augmented by stragglers picked up on the 
line of march. | 

The first trouble began when the army of 
strikers reached Hazel mines, where the 
strippings of Cuyle Bros. are situated. Here 
a stop was made and a few men sent for- 
ward to induce those at work to throw down 
their tools. In this they were unsuccessful, 
and then followed a mad charge by the strik- 
ers upon the workers 


FIRST FIGHT WITH THE RIOTERS.* 


About a score of Deputy Sheriffs was on 
hand, and immediately a flerce hand-to- 
hand conflict ensued. The strikers used 
stones, bricks, pieces of old iron, and other 
missiles. The deputies refrained from fir- 
ing and used their rifles as clubs to keep 
their assailants at bay. 

One of the strikers was seriously injured 
in the mélée, receiving a broken arm. He 
was cut and bruised about the head and 
face. A physician was called to attend to 
his injuries. He, together with another in- 
jured companion, was arrested and brought 
to the station-house. 

The strikers then marched on, intending 
to reach Lattimer and Milnesville before 
nightfall. The deputies were hurried for- 
ward with all possible haste in that direc- 
tion by way of the traction cars, and reached 
Lattimer in advance of the strikers. 

At about 3:30 o'clock word was brought 
to the waiting deputies that the advance 
guard of the strikers was coming over the 
turnpike. Three companies of deputies were 
then drawn up across the roadway, barring 
further progress of the strikers. 

Sheriff Martin was in command. He stood 
in front of the line when the strikers ap- 
peared. 

When the strikers had approached in force 
the Sheiff read the riot act and commanded 
them to disperse and return to their re- 
spective homes. 

This the strikers refused to do, and, urged 
on by their leaders, charged upon the Sheriff 
and the posse of deputies. In a moment the 
order to fire was given, by whom it is not 
quite clear, and was promptly obeyed by the 
deputies. 

The report seemed to shake the hillsides, 
and a cry of dismay went up from the strik- 
ers. They scattered, those of them who 
could move, and another volley was fired 
into the retreating and disorganized band, 
killing and wounding several. 

Sheriff Martin, when seen tonight, said 
that he did not give the command to fire 
and did not know who did.

STRONG NOW AND CONSTANTLY 
GROWING S@RONGER. 


The White Czar’s when Is the Demi. 
nant Influence with the Pekin Goy. 
ernment—How It Helped the Be}. 
gians—English and Americans Shut 
Out of the New Contracts—Railroag 


from Pekin to Tientsin Opened fur 
Trafiic. 


Pekin, July 29, 1897.—This country is drift. 
ing along just as it has always drifted. The 
Emperor, shut up from the outer world, and 
surrounded only by a court in which women 
and eunuchs play the principal Part and 
wield the principal influence, leaves the gov- 
ernment to the great boards, each contain- 
ing many members, and each as a practical 
instrument of administration more inefti- 
cient than the other. Reforms cannot be 
had, and even a change for better or worse 
seems to be impossible. Custom and con- 
servatism are the rule, except where the 
Russians choose to intervene, and then 
what they say goes,“ while nothing else 
does. There is now no denial of the fact that 
Russia, having indorsed the Chinese Em. 
peror’s notes, guaranteed the first instal}. 
ment of the Japanese war indemnity, and 
entered into a secret treaty ta build a rajj. 
road through Manchuria and to protect the 
empire against the ravening wolves that 
threaten to destroy it,” is the dominating it 
not the suzerain power of eastern Asia. No 
Chinese statesman or high official dares to 
stand up against Russian demands, or even 


against Russian suggestions, and so it js | 
that what Russia says “ goes” here, and 


what any other nation says does not go, ex- 
cept by Russia's permission. This taet 
must be considered as the key to every ques- 
tion with which the government has to do, 
or in which any foreigner is interested. 

The Treasury crisis already indicated in 
this correspondence is becoming more and 
more acute. The proceeds of the foreign 
loans heretofore negotiated have been ex. 
pended, the revenues are insufficient, and 
bankruptcy of the imperial treasury ig in. 
evitable unless additional loans can be 
raised. 

It is reported and believed here that the 
government agents are in the market fora 
new loan of 100,000,000 taels at 5 per cent, 
and that they expect to sell their bonds for 
this amount to the English banks at about 
95, and this is given as the explanation for 
the demands of the Belgian syndicate for a 
modification of its late contract to build the 
Pekin-Hankow railway, 

It is now known that the Chinese officials 
to whom these demands were referred were 
at first bitterly opposed to any modification 
whatever of the terms, and demanded par- 
emptorily that the contract as o y 
signed should be strictly adhered tthe 
Belgians should sesoumethe, or sédémethe, 
and it looked for a while as though the Chi- 
nese would prevall, but they counted with - 
out their host.“ The forgot that the Rus- 
slans were their masters, and that they had 
given their approval and support to the 
Belgians—that the latter were, in fact, their 
agents, if not their partners, and could nog 
be turned down with impunity. 

Russia the Real Master, 

And this explains why, after giving it out 
to the world that the Belgian syndicate had 
declared itself unable to carry out its con- 
tract and that the same had been or would 
be abrogated, the Chinese officials have list- 
ened to their real masters and are about to 
sign a new contract with the despised Bel- 
gian syndicate, which also includes the 
Cockerill steel and iron works. This new or 
revised contract provides for a loan of 
£4,250,000 at 4 per cent, the bonds to run 
thirty years, to be paid for in gold at 90, and 
to be secured by a pledge of the rallroad 
only. It also provides that the syndicate 
shall furnish half the supplies and materials 
and have a commission of 5 per cent on all 
that are used, whether the materials are 
furnished by them or are bought in the open 

market. Shengtaotai, the agent of the Chi- 
nese officials and the director of imperial 
railroads, is to furnish 13,000,000 taels of ad- 


‘ditional capital, to be obtained from the im- 
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perial and provincial treasuries and from 


Chinese corporations and merchants, and he 
is also to have the absolute control of for- 
eign as well as native officials, agents, and 
employés. At least it is so stipulated, and 
so it will be till the Russians choose to order 
an exception to be made in the case of such 
as are appointed by the Belgian syndicate. 


«Then it will be changed. 


The new contract has been ready for exe- 
cution several weeks, but the proposition for 
the English loan above referred to coming 
to their knowledge, the syndicate rightly 
enough claimed that the bonds which the 
English are to buy, bearing a higher rate of 
interest and resting on the faith of the im- 
perial government, would not only be taken 
first, but would prevent the sale of the 4 per 
cent bonds for the time being. This seemed 
reasonable, and an effort was made to arrive 
at a proper measure of damage. The Bel- 
gians claimed that the Chinese should pay 
them 2,000,000 taels. Sheng and the govern- 
ment thought this was an outrageous de- 
mand and protean wong eg en net 
pay anything, but again ussian 
at hand to intervene for their Belgian 
friends, and thereupon a compromise was 
reached by which the latter are to receive 
something like 1,500,000 taels extra and are 
to pay certain preliminary expenses which 
the railroad administration is supposed to 
have incurred, but which is probably in- 
tended as solatium to the wounded feelings 
or opposition of some high Chinese official. 

Thus the matter rests at present, but what 
will be the outcome of it all must remain un- 
certain. Where Sheng is to get the money, 
he has undertaken to raise, and the expendl- 
ture of which in work upon the raltlroad is 
to become the first security for the bonds to 
be issued on it, cannot yet be stated with 
certainty. The well-known distrust of Chi- 
namen of every grade for each other, and 
especially for those in authority, is just as 
strong now as it ever was, and hence old 
China hands here venture the opinion freely 
that the Chinese part of the capital will 
never be raised, unless the imperial and pro- 
vincial governments furnish the whole of it. 


Obviously they cannot do this unless they 


have the money in hand from loans or reve- 
nue, and even in that event they may not do 
it unless the agents of the great White Czar 
say again they must.

HERE it lay in the box where he had placed it ten years ago, its delicate petals 

now all brown and shriveled, and yetexhaling a sickly, sweet perfume. Why is it 

that the scent of a particular flower, or the sound of a particular piece of music 

should, above all other things, have the power of recalling to our recollection 
long-buried and forgotten episodes in our lives, with a vividness that makes it seem 
but yesterday that we heard the music, that we inhaled the flower's fragrance?

And 
the ten intervening years between then and now—years full of events, of the restless, 
stirring activity of a busy man’s life—faded away as if they had never been. He stood 
again in the first flush of youth and success, with the golden future spread out before 
his ambitious eyes, to conquer and make his own. 

After years of weary scribbling at so much a line, luck had come at last, and he had 
awakened one morning to find his name in all the newspapers, and himself a famous man.

STATE UNIVERSITY OPENS UNDER 
FLATTERING AUSPICES, 


Eighteen Hundred Students Are En- 
rolled, Showing an Increase of 
Twenty Per Cent Over Last Year— 
Law and Medical Departments Are 
in Working Order, as Is the School 
of Pharmacy—Additional Profess- 
ors Employed. 


Champaign, III., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—The 
year of 08 was opened at the University of 
Iliinois here today under the most favorable 
conditions. The enrollment of students in 
all departments amounted to nearly 1,800 
persons. This is nearly 20 per cent increase 
over last year’s record. 

The usefulness of the university has been 
augmented by the addition of the law and 
medical schools and the college of phar- 
macy. The faculty has been enlarged by the 
addition of fourteen persons, five of whom 
are women. 

Violet D. Jayne, Ph. D., is the dean of the 
women's department. She received her 
degree of B. A. from the University of Mich- 
igan in 1887 and that of Ph. D. from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota in 1897. She has 
taught English literature in the normal 
schools of Wisconsin and California. 

Miss Katherine L. Sharp takes the chair 
of library economy and the direction of 
the library. She@s a graduate of the North- 
western University and of the New York 
State Library School at Albany. For sev- 
eral years she has been in charge of the 
Library School at the Armour Institute. 

Mary L. Jones, A. M., is also an instructor 
In this department. Her alma mater is the 
University of Nebraska. She is also a grad- 
uate of the New York State Library School. 
Miss Agnes S. Cook will be in charge of the 
department of rhetoric. She is a Wellesley 
girl, and received the degree of A. B. from 
the University of Chicago in 1896. Miss 
Allison Mary Fernie will be the instructor 
in vocal music. She was fitted for this work 
by her courses in the Royal Academy of 
Music in London and the Universities of 
Bonn and Weimar in Germany. 

Work of Male Instructors. 

Of the male instructors George T. Kemp, 
Ph. D., and George E. Gardner, A. M., will 
devote their time to the medical and legal 
departments respectively. Mr. Kemp is 
Professor of Physiology. He received his 
A. B. in 1883 from Johns Hopkins University 
and Ph. D. from the same place in 1886. He 
studied fn Leipsic and received his M. D. from 
Long Island Medical College in 1888. Mr. 
Gardner graduated from Amherst in 1890, 
having been admitted to the bar in 1887 in 
Massachusetts, where he afterward prac- 
ticed law for several years, contributing 
liberally to the law journals throughout the 
country. 

Charles E. Pickett of this city will also 
Instruct in law. His B. A. was earned at 
Rochester in 1883 and he was admitted to 
the bar in Chicago in 1886. He was assist- 
ant librarian of the Law Institute for six 
years. Judge A. O. Harker, Judge Bur- 
roughs, and Judge C. G. Neely will give 
lectures on law throughout the term. Ar- 
thur C. Howland will be the instructor in 
ancient and medieval history. He received 
his A. B. at Cornell in 1893 and had a travel- 
ing fellowship in 1894, 1895, and 1896. His 
Ph. D. was given by the University of Penn- 
Sylvania in 1897. Chester W. Rowell, Ph. D., 
the instructor in German, is a graduate from 
the University of Michigan. His degree of 
Ph. D. was gdined at the University of Ber- 
lin in 1896. He spent a year at the Uni- 
versity of Halle. ; 


ROBERT COLLYER MAY RETURN. 


Former Pastor of Unity Church Is Ex- 
pected to Fill a Temporary 
Vacancy. 


The Rev. Robert Collyer will again be seen 
in the pulpit he occupied for more than a 
score of years, unless there is a hitch in the 
plans of the trustees of the Unity Church, 
Dearborn avenue and Walton place. It is 
expected the aged pastor will preach for sev- 
eral weeks to his old congregation and aid 
the officers in the work of restoring its for- 
mer success. 

The time for reopening the church has 
already passed, but the congregation finds 
itself without a pastor. For the last three 
years the Rev. Benjamin R. Bulkley has 
occupied the pulpit. During his summer 
vacation he accepted a call to Beverly, Mass. 
He is an Eastern man, a graduate of Har- 
vard, who formerly preached at Concord, 
Mass., and seized the nrat opportunity of re- 
turning to New Engiand. 

A meeting of the members of the church 
has been called for this evening to act upon 
the resignation of Mr. Bulkley und to take 
some steps toward securing a successor. 
During the interim the trustees are counting 
upon the services of their old pastor. Dr. 
Collyer was one of the tirst pastors of the 
church, and directed the efforts which re- 
sulted in the rebuilding of the present 
church at Walton place and Dearborn ave- 
nue after the old structure was destroyed 
in the fire. 

The aged preacher is now the pastor 
of the Church of the Mesiah in New 
York. It is hoped his colleague, the 
Rev. M. J. Savage, will take entire 
charge of the work there, and let Dr. 
Collyer return to the scene of his former 
labots. The old pastor is wonderfully pop- 
ular in Chicago, and is expected to revive 
the falling interest in the church. 

William Elliott Furness and George W. 
Brown, members of the Board of Trustees, 
were seen yesterday afternoon. They stated 
that they had been informed Dr. Collyer 
could come to help them in their difficulty, 
and expected him about the first of October. 


They expressed a hope that the church 


might be opened before then, with some one 
supplying the pulpit. There has been some 
talk of allowing the church to remain closed 
for the present because of financial difficul- 
ties, but both trustees seemed to think that 
improbable.

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WORK FOR ALL WORKERS. 


New York City Never Had So Few Idle 
Men as at the Present 
Time. 


New York, Sept. 13.—Here is a cold fact. 
There are fewer idle workingmen in the tity 
today than there have been at any time in 
years past. There is more work to do every- 
where. This applies not only to the trades 
which employ only skilled labor, but to all 
the enterprises where labor of any sort is 
required. There are today fewer idle day 
laborers than at almost any time in the his- 
tory of the city. 

The superintendent for one of the largest 
employers of labor in the city said to a Sun 
reporter yesterday: i 

“There is no reason why any honest man 
who js willing fo work should be out of em- 
ployment in the City of New York today. 
Of course there are shiftless men and men 
who won't work when they have the chance, 
and there are dishonest ones who don't get 
the chance, but the percentage is small. 
They have none but themselves to blame.“ 

Prosperity isn’t the exclusive property by 
a long shot of the farmers who have wheat 
to sell. While there has been no great in- 
créase in the wages of any class of labor, the 
average wage paid today is as high as it 
ever was, and the average cost of living is 
lower than it ever was. In nearly all thcse 
trades where the wages were reduced during 
the inordinately hard times the old wages 
have been restored since the first of January 
last. In those trades where this has not 
been done it is only a question of a short 
time when it will be done. The employers 
say this, and the employés believe it. 

The reports of the various trades unicns 
in New York show an increase in the num- 
ber of men employed today over a year ago 
of nearly 35 per cent. The heads of various 
trades unions who have been asked to esti- 
mate the number of unemployed say that 
of labor of all classes there is less than 5 
per cent unemployed today, against from 30 
per cent to 50 per cent one year ago. 

The improvement in the condition of the 
laboringmen began shortly after the last 
election, when Bryanism was beaten. Since 
the improvement began there has been a 
steady growth. Just at the moment there is 
a special boom in the unskilled labor market 
in the city, owing to the change of motive 
power on several of tne street railroads 
controlled by the Metropolitan Traction com- 
pany and the Third Avenue railroad com- 
pany. The traction company is changing its 
motive power on several cross streets, and 
on Madison avenue, and in this work alone 
there are more than 7,000 men employed. 
Thomas E. Crimmins, who has the contracts 
for the work on the lower end of the line, 
employs more than 4,000 men. There are 
engaged on other labor of a similar nature 
in the city at the present moment more than 
8,000 men, so that in this industry alone 
10 per cent of the 100,000 men who were un- 
employed a year ago are employed now. 
These men are for the most part unskilled 
laborers. But they are men of more intelli- 
gence than the ordinary unskilled laborer, 
and they do the work that it used to be 
necessary to hire skilled iron workers to do. 
They get better wages than the ordinary 
unskiJled laborers. 


KANSAS REFUNDING HER BONDS. 


Interest Reduced from 7, 8, and 9 Per 
Cent to 4 This Year—Hard Blow to 
Bryan and Calamity Howl- 
ing Silverites. 


Topeka, Kas., Sept. 12.—Something more 
than $2,000,000 bonded indebtedness in Kan- 
sas will be refunded during the present year 
and the interest reduced from 7, 8, and 9 per 
cent to 4 per cent. The Legislature of 1887 
passed a law authorizing counties, town- 
ships, or municipalities to refund their bonds 
thereafter at the expiration of ten years 
from date of issue, whether they be due or 
not. The law was passed for the purpose of 
enabling the people to take advantage of a 
better money market, should one happen to 
exist. 

Over $2,000,000 in bonds was issued in 
1£87, mostly in ald of railroads, all of which, 
under the provisions of the law referred to, 
can be refunded this year. In many in- 
stances arrangements to refund have al- 
ready been made. Money isso plentiful this 
year that the bonds can be placed at a rate 
of interest as low as 4 per cent. Eastern 
money is in the State now seeking invest- 
ment in good bonds at that figure. The 
State School Fund Commissioners announce 
that they will purchase a great many of 
these refunding bonds. Next year the ten- 
year limit will expire on more than $1,000,000 
bonds, and within the next five years about 
$4,000,000 in bonds can be refunded.

STILL CANADA BUYS OUR IRON. 


Decrease of Canadian dmports from 
England — Result Described as 
Disappointing to Englishmen. 


Montreal, Que., Sept. 12.—A cable dispatch 
from London says that in the four months 
since the new Canadlan tariff went into force 
the British exports to Canada, under the 
new preferential rate, declined £171,553, or 
14 per cent. Imports fram Canada have in- 
creased 17 per cent. 

These figures are in comparison with those 
of the same period last year. The dispatch | 
adds that the result is disappointing.“ 
The greatest decreases are in iron and 
manufactures of iron and clothing. The de- 
crease in the iron trade with England is due 
to Canadian purchases in the States. 


HUNGARY’S ROYAL BONES STOLEN 

London Daily News: Extraordinary dis- 
coveries have been made in Hungary with 
regard to the spoliation of the graves of the 
ancient Kings. In 1869 the archeologist, 
Koloman Henzelmann, searched for the 
graves of these long dead rulers, which had 
been disturbed and partly destroyed by the 
Turks during their dominion there in the 
Bishop of Stuhlweissenburg’s garden. Stuhl- 
weissenburg is the old coronation city. He 
found a number of stone coffins and was 
able from the inscriptions to ascertain that 
they were those of the old Kings. He gave 
them to the care of the city authorities 
after copying the inscriptions and fastening 
tickets with them to each skull. The Mayor 
seems to have put all the grisly treasures 
pell mell into five large packing cases and 
to have thrown the sarcophagi away. In 
1872 the present Mayor of Stuhlweissenburg 
learned that there were bones in the loft 
of the town hall. What was to be done 
with them? He examined the skulls and 
found what they were. He addressed him- 
self to the Chapter of Stuhlweissenburg and 
the packing cases were nailed up and piaced 
in the vaults of the cathedral, and one of 
the deans was made responsible for them. 
He never seems to have troubled about them, 
however, and a drunken sexton became the 
real caretaker. 

The Kings to whom the bones and skulls 
belonged which are now in such a deplorable 
condition, or altogether missing, are St. 
Emerich, the son of St. Stephen, first King 
of Hungary; Kings Stephen, Koloman, Bela, 
Geiza II., Ladislas II., Stephen V., Beia II., 
Ladislas III., and several other Princes of 
the Arpad line.

A day or two ago Goldwater complained to 
Chief Kipley that Our Chief was meet- 
ing with poor success in the Harrison street 
police district. Last night an old officer at 
the Harrison Street Station said that word 
had been quietly passed along the line that 
it would be a good thing to give Our 
Chief’’ cigar a little boom. 

In this wise is the Chief's vanity tickled, 
but many of the dealers urge strong objec- 
tions to their share in the flattery process.

STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 
TALKS OVER ASSESSMENT. 


. 


Railroad Attorneys Plead for Redac- 
tions—Cook County Members Pro- 
test Against Increase of 34 Per Cent 
on Vacant Lots, but Are Willing to 
Compromise on 15—Country Mem- 
bers Want to Increase Cook County 
Personal Assessment 75 Per Cent. 


Springfield, III., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—The 
various committees of the State Board of 
Equalization were in session today. The 
work of the Committee on Railroads con- 
sisted in the hearing of arguments made by 
representatives of the various railroads, all 
of which were substantially in favor of a re- 
duction of the assessments on railroad prop- 
erty. 

E. T. Glennon of Chicago spoke in behalf 
of the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. 
He said that he represented the finest cor- 
poration in the United States, but that even 
the railroad had suffered in consequence of 
the hard times for the last four years. In 
1894 the assessment ef the main track of the 
Lake Shore road was raised from $40,000 to 
$60,000 a mile.. The gross earnings of the 
road had fallen off since that time, and he 
asked fora reduction in the assessment be- 
cause he believed the present levy of $60,000 
a mile was excessive. He gave a statement 
of the gross earings of the road for the last 
four years ds follows: 1893, $23,685,000; 1804, 
$19,500,000; 1895, $21,000,000; 1896, $20,200,000, 
which shows a decrease of $3,485,000 in the 
earings of the road last year as compared 
with the earnings of the road in 1893, the 
year after which the assessment was in- 
creased. 

Deny the Englewood Elevator. 

Mr. Glennon read an affidavit from the 
chief engineer of the Lake Shore which in 
effect denied that the company has an ele- 
vator at Englewood. The matter was called 
up by a question of Chairman Works, and 
grew out of a statement made last week by 
Mr. Hall, representing the Nickel Plate 
road, who charged the Lake Shore road with 
having an elevator at Englewood upon 
which it was not paying taxes as railroad 
property. Mr. Glennon explained that there 
was an elevator at Englewood, but that it 
was the property of the Chicago Lake Shore 
Transfer company and was in no way the 
property of the Lake Shore railroad com- 

any. 

55 Strouse of Rockville, representing the 
Terre Haute and Indiana, better known as 
the Vandalia line, argued for a reduced as- 
sessment, partly on the ground that a road 
running parallel to the Vandalia line was 
assessed less than his road by $1,200 a mile. 
He did not believe the roads in Southern IIli- 
nois should be compelled to pay as great an 
assessment rate as roads running into Chi- 
cago, because the last named roads derived 
greater benefits from the advantages of the 
city traffic. 

Fred Sunkle of East St. Louis spoke for the 
East St. Louis tonnecting railroad, and W. 
H. Lyford argued along the line of lower 
assessments for the Chicago, Lake Shore 
and Eastern. 

Parke E. Simmons of Chicago, represent- 
ing the track property owned by a number 
of railroad companies connecting the Calu- 
met Terminal and the Belt Line, argued for 
a reduction of the rate on the property be- 
cause of the fact that it was not in use and 
was not bringing in an income. 

The Committee on Capital Stock heard 
arguments along the line of a reduction of 
assessments by Fred Sunkle of East St. 
Louis for the Wiggins Ferry company, J. M. 
C. Shumway of the Taylorville Electric com- 
pany, and William Snyder of the Kankakee 
Electric railroad company. 

Regarding Cook County Lots. 

The chief contention in the Committee on 
Town and City Lots was over the assegss- 
ments on Cook County lots. Mr. McKenna 
of the Second District and Mr. McAnsh of the 
Fourth argued that there was no justice in 
increasing the assessments 34 per cent on 
the lots in Cook County, because many of 
them were laid out during the boom at the 
time of the World’s Fair, and had since 
greatly depreciated in value. These lots, 
while laid off into city lots, are purely farm- 
ing lands, and are now used in raising cab- 
bages, carrots, and other vegetables, and yet 
are assessed as city lots, when the valuation 
is in some cases 50 per cent less than it was 
two or three years ago. The Chicago mem- 
bers favor an increase of Id per cent, instead 
of 34, over the present assessment. 

The members from the various Congres- 
sional districts were heard regarding the 
assessments in the various counties, each 
member offering suggestions in regard to 
the condition of the assessment of the coun- 
ties in his-district. Mr. Boyd of the Twenti- 
eth devoted a few remarks to Gallatin 
County, and particularly to Shawneetown, 
where he thought no increase in assessment 
ought to be made. Clay County lots were 
also overburdened, and in Hardin County 
the rate was only $43.26 less than the aver- 
age assessment of lots in the State, while 
the condition of property values in Hardin 
was far from that proportion in Peoria and 
Chicago. 

William A. Wall of the Twenty-second Dis- 
trict recommended a reduction in the pres- 
ent assessments in Alexander County of 5 
per cent, in Jackson County of 5 per cent, 
in Johnson County 2 percent, Pulaski Coun- 


ty 25 per cent, and Pope County 5 per cent. 


Thomas N. Leavitt spoke for the Seven- 
teenth District, and favored putting the as- 
sessments just where they were last year 
in Logan, Macon, Menard, and Sangamon. 

C. A. Works of the Ninth District suggested 
that the committee add 5 per cent to the 
assessment in Carroll County, 10 per cent 
in Jo Daviess, deduct 10 per cent from the 
assessment in Winnebago, and 5 in Stephen- 
son, and let the present assessment in Ogle 
County stand as it is. 

The Committee on Personal Property did 
not meet today. There is a strong fight on 
against the raising of the assessments of 
personal property in Cook County. Andrew 
McAnsh and John J. McKenna are leading 
the fight to keep down the assessment. The 
country members favor a sweeping increase 
of 75 per cent, and McAnsh, McKenna, Mc- 
Knight, Severin, Rogers, and Simons will 
do their utmost to keep tho assessment down 
to not over 25 per cent increase over the 
present rating. Louis D. Hirsheimer, the 
chairman of the Personal Property commit- 
tee, is strongly in favor of a material in- 
crease. 


THURSTON FAVORS ANNEXATION 


Nebraska Senator Says He Will Do All 
He Can to Secure Ratification 
of Treaty. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—Senator 
Thurston of Nebraska, who was in the city 
today, was ssked as to the truth of the 
report that he would oppose the ratification 
of the Hawa ian annexation treaty when it 
shall come up in the Senate next session. 

Nothing.“ replied the Senator, could 
be further from the truth. I am now, as 
I have been for years, an ardent annexation- 
ist, and I shall do all that I can to promote 
the approval of the treaty when it comes 
up. I cannot imagine how the supposition 
got abroad that I would pursue a contrary 
course, unless it grew out of the fact that 
I have advocated the abrogation of the ex- 
isting reciprocity treaty, which admits 
Hawaiian sugar free. 

“That position I took because of the fact 
that Nebraska is a beet sugar State and 
because our sugar comes into competition 
with the Hawalian article. But, while this 
would continue to be the case with Hawaii 
a part of the United States, there would be 
so many advantages of other kinds growing 
out of annexation that I would forego my 
opposition to free Hawallan sugar in order 
to secure those benefits.“ 

The Senator added that he thought the 
treaty would be taken up soon after the 
convening of Congress.

Employe Stockholders of IIli- 
nois Central Stay Away. 


REPORT FOR YEAR READ. 


Three Old Directors Are Unani- 
mously Chosen Again. 


BOND PLANS ARE RATIFIED. 


Only about thirty stockholders atiended 
yesterday’s annual meeting of the illinois 
Central railroad company in this city. As 
several thousand of the company's emp.oyés 
are stockholders and were offered free traus- 
portation if they desired to attend this meet- 
ing. about six times as many were expected 
as came. Among those present was Gov- 
ernor Tanner, who is a director of the com- 
pany ex-officio. President Stuyvesant Fish 
occupied the chair. 

The annual report for the fiscal yeur ead- 
ing June 30, 1897, was submitted and read. 
A full abstract has already been published 
in Tur TRIBUNE. 

B. F. Ayer, Walter Luttgen, and J. W. 
Anchincloss, whose terms of office had ex- 
pired, were unanimously reélected directors 
for the next three years. 

The following propositions were formally 
ratified by the stockholders: 

The issue of the company’s $2,000,000 Springfield 
Division first mortgage 3% per cent gold bonds, 
payable 1951, to refund or retire 6 per cent currency 
bonds of the company to the same amount, matur- 
ing Jan. 1, 1898, and of a mortgage upon the 
division and its franchises executed by the Chicago 
and Springfield road as lessor and the [illinois Cen- 
tral as lessee. 

The issue of the company’s $10,000,000 St. Louls 
division and terminal first mortg 8% per cent 
gold bonds, payable 1957, to fund or retire first 
mortgage and other obligations and to provide im- 
provements, additions, and betterment upon the 
property known as the St. Louls Division, held by 
it under lease from the St. Louis Alton and Terre 
Haute and the Belleville and Southern railroads, 
and the further lease of said franchises and prop- 
erties by the St. Louis, Alton and Terre Haute to 
the [Illinois Central and of a supplemental mort- 
gage or deed of trust. 

The tissue of $20,000,000 Louisville Division and 
terminal first mortgage gold bonds. payable 1983. 
being part of an issue of 325.00. 000 to be secured by 
first mortgage on the Chesapeake, Ohio and South- 
western, the Owensboro, Fails of Rough and Green 
River railroad, and the Short Route Rallway 
Transfer company, together with lands in Mem- 
phis, Louisville, and elsewhere along the line of 
the Chesapeake, Ohio and Southwestern used or 
to be in conrection therewith. 

Leasing of said roads by the Chicago, St. Louis 
and New Orleans road to the Illinois Central and of 
the mortgage of the said properties and franchises 
to secure these bonds. 

The directors left last evening on a tour 
of inspection over the company’s lines. 


BOYCOTTS OREGON SHORT LINE 


Union Pacific Will Charge Combined 
Local Rates on Business Directed 
Over That Route. 


Notices were issued by the Union Pacific 
railway which correctly interpreted means 
a gigantic conflict between that road and its 
competitors. One notice is as follows: 

„Effective Sept. 23, 1897, through rates, 
both one way and round trip, via Union Pa- 
cific systems to points on and via Oregon 
Railway and Navigation company should be 
made by addition of the rates to Huntington, 
Ore., to the rates of like class from Hunt- 
ington.”’ 

The other notice reads: 

“To Connecting Lines: On and after re- 
ceipt of this please be advised that tickets 
issued eye employé, clergy, charity, of- 
A. or U. S. N., reading to points 
on or via "the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion company, must not be sold in connec- 
tion with tickets reading via the Union Pa- 
cific system.“ 

No doubt exists that this means a virtual 
boycott of the Oregon Short line and the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation company 
by the Union Pacific. This company de- 
clines to take business to North Pacific coast 
points over the Short line except at full local 
rates, which are so high as compared with 
the regular through rates as to prevent the 
routing of passengers that way.

WAR IN PASSENGER RATES. 


Demoralization in Business at Kansas 
City and Other Southwestern 
Points. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 15.—The de morali- 
zation in Western passenger rates is such 
that local railway men fear an open war on 
all lines out of Kansas City. Today tickets 
were sold from Galveston, Houston, Fort 
Worth, and other Texas points to Kansas 
City and St. Louis for $5. or $10 for the 
round trip, good to return until Sept. 20. 

The return ends of the tickets will be 
handled by brokers with the result that rates 
from Kanas City to Texas points will be 
ridiculously low within the next few days. 


Eight Bridges for Japan Road. 

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 15.—Plans for eight 
big railroad bridges to be built on the line 
of the Nippon railway of Japan have been 
completed, and are now in the office of K. 
A. L. Waddell of this city, under whose di- 
rection the structures are to be built. The 
bridges are to be of the cantilever style, and 
six of them will be built without the aid of 
false work. They will be built of American 
material entirely, and American workmen 
will do the work in the mills and ships of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Waddell secured the 
commission for the bridges through his 
classmate, J. Y. Mori, Vice President of the 
Nippon Valley road. 


The Storm at Port Arthur. 


J. J. Grafton of the Kansas City, Pittsburg 
and Guif railway has received a dispatch 
from the company’s official at Kansas City 
stating that the total loss of property at 
Port Arthuf would not exceed $15,000, and 
that the loss of life was not as great as at 
first reported.

FIX ON A JOLIET ROUTE. 


DRAINAGE TRUSTEES DECIDE A 
PART OF THE VEXED QUESTION. 


That Part of the Proposed Channel Af- 
fecting the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal Is Agreed On—Fight Over the 
Allowance of “Extras” to Con- 
tractors Heldemair and Neu Results 
in Victory of the Final Estimate, 
Giving Them $6,995 Excess. 


The drainage trustees yesterday adopted 
that portion of the canal route through the 
City of Joliet which affects the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal. This action, embodiea in 
the indorsement of a series of resolutions 
that had been presented by the Engineering 
committee, wus the only impoilant work of 
the Drainage board's meeting save the ap- 
proval of the final estimate for section B 
of the channel. This latter action was ef- 
fected only after a lively tilt with Trustces 
Carter an Eckhart, minority members. 

The plan adopted for the channel in Joiiet 
is us follows: 

The sanitary district asserts its right 
under the law to enter upon and use the 
canal basins for the purpose of deepcning 
the channel from Lockporc and preventing 
an overflow at Joliet, the same to be done 
without injuring the usefulness of the canal. 

The upper basin is to be ueepened from 
the point at which the Vesplaines River 
enters the sume to dam No. 1, and to con- 
serve the waier-power to remové daius 1 
and 2 and substitute for them a dam which 
shall extend from the upper end of leck 6 
(guard lock) diagonally across the Des- 
plaines River down stream to a point near 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific tracks. 
It will be necessary to build between the 
new dam and dam No. 1 walls on each side 
of the river to bring the water in what is 
now pool 2 to the same height as the pre- 
ent level of the upper basin. To retain the 
slack water navigation a new lock will be 
built at the site of lock 6. 

In order to do the necessary work the 
water will be drawn from both the upper 
and middle basins, not unnecessarily inter- 
rupting or impairing the canal, and the canal 
will be restored to its former use and prac- 
ticability.”’ 

Sharp Fight Over a Claim. 


The fight over the approval of the final 
estimate for section B was lively. The con- 
tractors, Heldemair & Neu, claimed an ex- 
cess of 25,910 cubic yards of earth over that 
given in the measurements of the board's 
engineers. The amount Involved was $6,995. 

Engineer Isham Randolph in his report 
recommended the -payment of the excess 
claim. He represented that when McArthur 
Bros. abandoned the section a remeasure- 
ment was made by his engineers. They had 
used the ordinary pole in ascertaining the 
depth. The section was covered with water 
and deep with mud at the time. The con- 
tractors made another survey, their engi- 
neers using a disk at the end of the pole 
to prevent sinking into the mud. Mr. Ran- 
dolph, apparently despairing of a solution of 
the claim in that manner, recommended 
the payment of the amount. 

Trustee Carter wanted the matter referred 
to the Engineering committee, before which 
body, he said, the matter had never been 
discussed, although the claim had been pend- 
ing for a long while. He added it was not 
presented to the board until the last mo- 
ment. 

Trustee Jones moved to pay the claim on 
the recommendation of the Chief Engineer. 
The rival motions precipitated a long dis- 
cussion. Trustee Eckhart insisted that the 
board and not the engineer should decide 
if the claim was a just one, and that the 
Engineering committee should have time 
to inquire into it.

The manufacturers of butterine have taken 
arms against what they call the“ malicious 
persecution of the butter thust.“ They say 
they mean business, and propose to carry 
the fight to the court of last resort. Richard 
Prendergast and J. E. Deakin are the attor- 
neys. 

The first skirmish was had yesterday in 
habeas corpus proceedings, and resulted in 
securing the release, on their own recogni- 
zance, of all the dealers who have been ar- 
rested for violation of the butterine law. 
William J. Moxley, Braun & Fitz, and the 
Friedman Maunfacturing company were the 
petitioners, and forty dealers in butterine 
were those for whom relief wasasked. The 
three petitioners are leading manufacturers.

Another man, whose name is included in 
the list of alleged conspirators,”’ is George

In the coming fight the whole question of 
the nature and manner of manufacture of 
butterine, or oleomargarine, is to be gone 
over, and in this way it is hoped to prove 
the two products are the same to allintents 
and purposes. 

One contention upon which the butterine 
men place considerable reliance is that there 
is a butter trust organized for the purpose 
of putting up the retail price of butter, to the 
of the consumer. They are 
armed with a long exhibit of statistics, which 
seem to show that the price of butter has 


been kept within living limits for a number 
of years, solely by the sale of butterine.

Anarchistic utterances similar to those of 
last Sunday at the Social Democracy gath- 
ering will be prohibited in the future, ac- 
cording to Chief of Police Kipley. The Chief 
returned yesterday morning from a two- 
days’ fishing trip in Wisconsin, and said: 

“That kind of talk caused a great deal of 
trouble in this city once, and we do not pro- 
pose to permit a repetition of the affair. 
The same police officers are on guard today 
who were in command during the haymarket 
riot. We will have no difficulty in putting 
a stop to the agitation. The public may be 
assured there is no cause for alarm. 

There will be no more meetings like 
those held last Sunday. It will not take 
us long to convince the agitators that we 
are in earnest about this matter. Anarch- 
ists need expect no favors at the hands of 
the police. This department will put a stop 
to the meetings before it is possible for any 
trouble to result.“ 

Several socialistic organizations are now 
under detective surveillance, and at the first 
indication of incendiary meetings, in secret 
or otherwise, the persons implicated will be 
arrested.
